Summary of Detus from the far East. 


JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 
Our advices from Yokohama by the present mail are to the 24th 
February. The latest dates received from home were by the Eng- 
lish mail of Dec. 18th. We take the following summary of news 


from the Japan Times :— 

On the night of the 12th February a storm swept over Yoko- 
hama which exceeded in violence anything of the sort that has 
been felt in theS ‘lement for a long time. The wind, which was 
from the southward, had been inercasing steadily during the after- 
noon and evening, until between the hours of 10 and 11 P.m., when 
it blew a perfect hurricane, which continued with unabated fury 
till daybreak next morning. Several vessels in the harbour dragged - 
their anchors, but we believe without causing any damage either to 
themselves or others. On shore the effects of the storm were severely 
felt, tiles and shingles, bricks and mortar, hurtling through the 
air in all directions. Several houses in the native town were 
blown down. In the 10th’s Barracks a good deal of shingling was 
blown off the roofs, and many of the unfinished villas on the Bluff 
suffered considerably. Part of the roofing of the Theatre of the 
Corps Dramatique was blown completely away, and the building 
sustained other damage ; in fact, in theatrical parlance, the storm 
nearly “brought down the house” altogether. In the morning, 
the wind shifted round to the northward and eastward, and 
though another blow was expected from that direction, happily we 
escaped it. As the wind during the night was off shore, but little 
sea got up in the harbour, which accounts for the shipping escap- 
ing damage. The port is very much crowded, and had there 
been any sea on, certainly much mischief would have been done. 

We have to record with deep regret, as the principal event of 
the fortnight, the total loss of the P.M.8.S. Company’s steamer 
Hermann, which struck on a reef off Kawatzu Point, about 
seventy-five miles from Yokohama, at 9 p.m. on the 13th inst. She 
was on her way to Saugor Straits, which divide Yedo from the 
mainland. The Imperial troops have begun to move northwards, 
and the Hermann had on boa ' 350 soldiers, together with a crew 
of eighty men. Of the latter fifty-eight remain alive; of the 
former, it is impossible to say how many, Captain Newell sayin 
that he cannot estimate the loss of life. But from his account o: 
the wreck it would seem that between 250 and 300 had perished. 
No inquiry has as yet been held into the circumstances—or, at 
least, no result of any inquiry has as yet been made public ; com- 
ment from us would, therefore, be out of place. It is needless to say 
thataconsiderableexcitement has been created here by the accident, 
andathorough investigation is universally demanded. ‘The behaviour 
of the Japanese soldiers, as described by Captain Newell, is worthy 
of the highest admiration ; their calm courage and steady disci- 
pline in the face of death entitle them to a place in history beside 
our own heroes of the Birkenhead. There was “no stampede, no 
disorder,” says the captain ; “from the first they were quiet and 
cool, retaining wonderfully their presence of mind, and calml: 
awaiting the commands of their leader.” After consultation wit 
Captain Newell, this officer ordered ;them to keep in their cabins, 
which they did until the water rose, as the ship settled down, 
and drove them again on deck. en, when permission was given 
to those who chose to take the risk, to try to swim on shore, they 
threw off their clothes, girded round their naked bodies their 
swords—“ the living au of Samurai, and boldly made the 
attempt, in too many cases, unfortunately, unsuccessfully—for the 
sea ran high, and though lifebelts, of which there was most pro- 
perly great store on board, preserved them from drowning, most 
were killed or horribly mutilated by being dashed upon the rocks 
which fringe the coast. 

The Shaftesbury has come down from Hakodadi since we last 
wrote, but has brought us no news of much importance. Eno- 
motto’s resources ebbing fast, he has commenced levying contri- 
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butions upon the country det which does not at all add to his 

opularity in Hakodadi. Mr. Butzow, late Russian Consul there, 
far come down en route to Peking, where he is to take the post of 
Charge @ Affaires. 

From Osaka and Hiogo our latest dates areto the 18th inat., 
with nothing of particular moment. Mr. Russell Roberteon, who 
has made himself very popular at Hiogo as Vice-Consul, comes up 
here to take the place of Dr. Willis, late Vice-Consul for the 
Yokohama and Yedo district, the latter being temporarily de- 
tached from the Oonsular service to take charge of a Japanese 
hospital in Yedo. 

is Majesty the Mikado arrived ab Kioto on February 3rd, and 
‘was married on the 9th. 

We have had here an unusually quiet fortnight. On Sunday last 
a coloured sailor, boatswain of the Thales, was mortally stabbed, in 
or near the Yoshiwarra, by another seaman, who has not yet been 
arrested ; he died the next morning. The Japanese new year 
holidays have of course nearly stopped business, which can hardly 
be said to have recommenced. Banks have made holiday and Yedo 
has been full of visitors. We have hadan unusually mild winter, 
and the trees have bloomed very early this year. 

Among the passengers homeward bound by the present mail is 
Lady Parkes. Yokohama society loses in this lady one who has 
for some time admirably sustained the difficult part of its leader, 
and dispensed the pesplealiey of Her Majesty’s representative 
with grace and dignity ; and Lady Parkes has done more than 
this—she has ascended Fusiyama. Mr. Ernest M. Satow, of the 
British Legation, also goes home by this opportunity, on leave. 
At this period his absence will be seriously felt ; his knowledge of 
the country and its politics, its people, and its language, is ex- 
tensive and accurate. It is not too much to say that no other 
Foreigner now living has seen so much of Japan, or has so inti- 
a and critical a knewledge of its dialects and literature as Mr. 

atow. 


OSAKA AND HIOGO. 

The Japan Herald gives the following items of news from these 
places, from whence the latest dates extended to Feb. 18th :-— 

We learn from our Hiogo files that the Sunrise was sold to the 
Mikado’s Government for 55,000 dollars, and that she will be used 
asa sort of tender for the new lighthouse service. 

A new phase in the purchase and transfer of steamers may be 
remarked in this instance ; whereas usually, when a steamer is 
taken over by her Japanese purchaser, every anxiety is displayed 
for getting rid of her amet te crew, we find that the new owners 
of the Sunrise have made arrangements for some of the principal 
officers still to remain in charge. We look upon the commence- 
ment of the system of employing experienced Foreigners in their 
steam vessels as a step in the right direction, and we are confident 
that the Japanese themselves will soon notice the economy and 
extra protection of their property they secure by such a course. 

We have learned since per Mare that the American steamer Kan- 
kakee was sold to the Japanese for 70,000 dollars. This will bea 
great acquisition to the Milkado’s fleet. 

Owing to the Japanese New Year, little or no business is doing, 
and the few foreigners here are necessarily obliged to close their 
offices and become unwilling spectators of the general festivities. 
The Princes Satsuma and Yonezawa, accompanied by aconsiderable 
number of followers, left here a few days back for their territories, 
in hired steamers. 

The mint that was reported by you some time back as being 
almost ready for work, is not nearly finished ; in fact, I think by 
the way things are going on in this department it will be another 
year before the “dibs” will commence pouring out. 


LATER NEWS V/A SAN FRANCISCO. 

By the arrival of the Pacific steamer Great Republic at San 
Francisco on the 28th ult., advices from Yokohama are brought 
down to the 4th March—eight days later than the news by to-day’s 
mail. The following is the summary of news published by the 
American papers :— 

The Mikado arrived at Kioto on Feb. 3, and was married there 
on the 9th. A difficulty subsequently occurred at Kioto between 
the followers of Satsuma and Chaisiu. It is reported that several 
streets were set on fire, and the flames reached the palace of the 
Mikado, who fled to Osaka, 

The report of the assassination of the Governor of Osaka proves 
untrue. It orignated in the fact that an official of high rank had 
been murdered there. 

The Japanese Admiral Ennomatto, a supporter of the Shiogoon, 
has taken possession of the entire island of Yedo. He celebrated 
the event by firing a salute of a hundred and one guns from the 
fleet and batteries ashore. He notified all the consuls of the 
formation of a provisional government and of the appointment of 
the necessary permanent officers in the principal departments. 
His forces are rapidly increasing, and it will be no easy matter for 
the Mikado to subdue him and retake the island. Admiral Euno- 
matta is strongly fortifying his position near Volcano Bay, in- 
tending fight unless the Mikado complies with the demands of the 
exiled clans, that they be allowed to retain the island of Yedo, 
and that the late Shiogoon be sent to them as their ruler. 

The ram Stonewall left, Yokohama on March 3 for Jeddo. She 
will be transferred to the Japanese Government on her arrival at 
that port. no

HANEKOW. 
(FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 

The Foreign houses at Hankow occupy a site set apart at the 
lower end of the Chinese City, and prevent & very imposing @ 
pearance from the Yangtze, which is here about a mile wide. The 
‘Bund ” is about the finest in China, and slopes down to the river, 
with a well made stone embankment. Jetties for landing c 
&c., are placed at converient distazces. The Bund is about hale? 
a-mile in length, and over 100 feet wide on the flat level. It cost 
the large sum of 100,000 taels, say over £30,000 sterling, and 
owing to the action of the tide, is a constant expense of about 
£500 per annum. But even this hardly keeps it together, and it 
is feared that a large expenditure will soon be required for re- 
building in many places. The houses are mostly fine-looking, 
but owing to the treacherous nature of the mud soil, and the piles 
on which they are built rotting, they have all more or less settled, 
and require various td ie Their value is enormously depre- 
ciated, and houses which four years since changed hands at 20,000 
and 30,000 taels will not fetch now 5,000. Many firms who estab- 
lished here on the opening have closed, and those who remain, 
consisting of nineteen British and seven other nationalities (in- 
cluding three banks), have only one representative as a rule, 
There are several lots not built on, for which fabulous prices have 
been fixed, which would not at present fetch 100 taels. Many of 
these lots and several houses belong to the estate of the Com- 
mercial Bank, and are certainly unigue specimens of what were 
called the “good times.” However, Hankow will serve as a good 
warning for the future in opening up ports, and will thus serve 
its day and generation. The City wall encloses the foreign con- 
cession, as well as native city at the back, and is a splendid piece 
of work. 

The Hankow Club cost about 20,000 taels, raised in shares of 
500 taels, which are now worth about 150. The interior containe 
three billiard rooms, reading rooms, private rooms, and bowling 
alley, and is a very creditable institution so long as Sunday is 
respected. It is opposed to Anglo-Saxon notions to have such 
places opened on Sunday. 

That we are to enjoy e and quiet in China for many years 
together seems impossible, for while we are attacked by wlseers 
at Swatow and Foochow, there is an uneasy feeling at Hankow 
and Wuchang (opposite to Hankow). A circular was sent out by 
the British Consulate at the request of the Taoutai, warning 
Foreigners to keep in the concession during the passage of the 
“ Braves”? down the Han river. Another evidence of insecurity 
and aversion to the Foreigner is exhibited in a proclamation issued 
at Wuchang, to the effect that ground and houses were not to 
be sold to Foreigners. 

This arises from the fact of our right of settlement at places in 
the interior not having been yet established. These cases confirm 
the general opinion as to the necessity of having the country 
opened, and our right of residence admitted in the revision of the 
Treaty now under discussion. We have scratched at the crust of 
China long enough, and our intercourse must take a different 
feature to what it has done in simply opening ports with expensive 
Consulates ard mercantile establishments. Foreigners have grown 
up in the past twenty-five years to a greater fitness for travel in the 
interior, and the number who now acquire the language is con- 
siderable. Under a proper system of passes from the Vonsuls, to 
be granted only to persons of good reputation, we do not antici- 
pate any trouble in carrying out the regulations, presuming that 
the Chinese Government would act in good faith, and not give a 
tacit acquiescence to acts of aggression on Foreigners so travelling. 

We repeat, and it cannot be too strongly kept in view, that an 
intercourse with the Chinese such as ours entitles us to greater pri- 
vileges. We have, in quelling the rebellion, done them an incal- 
culable service, and it is much to be regretted that our Minister 
did not obtaia from the Government some concessions before the 
dispersion of the rebels. 

Li, who distinguished himself so much at Futai in the re- 
bellion, and against whose cruelty Colonel Gordon made such 
strong remonstrance, is now on his way to be installed as Viceroy 
at Hankow. He is accompanied with an imposing fleet of 
steamers, including the Confucius, Pluto, Tien chi, and Sycee. A 
new style for a Chinese to travel | ! 

Cotton continues to come from Shanghai by steamers, at the 
rate of 30,000 bales per month, each about 160ibs. The French 
exploring party from Cochin China and Cambodia, which latel 
passed through Hankow, stated that war was still going on wit 
the Mahomedans, and cotton from India across country into China, 
had been stopped ; hence the demand for Shanghai cotton, as in 
the country round Hankow the crop had been damaged by floods. 
It is uncertain how long this may last, but meantime it yields 
enormous freights to the steamers on the Yangtze, and of course 
affects their profits very considerably. The conveyance of brick 
tea from Hankow also forms a large item in the freights. This 
article is transhipped at Shanghai for Tientsin, and thence over- 
land for consumption in Mongolia and Siberia, the annual quantity 


being about 60,000 piculs. 

Coal on the Yangtze is now being developed very fast. The 
various steamers take on board at Hankow about 1,500 tons per 
month, at a cost of about five taels per ton. The distance of the 


mines from Hankow is about 500 miles up the river. Rough 
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wooden boats are constructed for its conveyance down, which are 
broken up on arrival. With European appliances coal could be 
roduced in any quantity and of a better quality. At present 
There is a considerable proportion of dust. 5 
The mission body at Hankow consists of the London Mission 
Society, Revs. Griffith John, Bryant, Bryson, and Dr. Shearer, M.D. 
Wesleyan Mission, Revs. Scarbourgh Hill, Napier, Dr. Smith, M.D. 
The American Mission, Bishop Williams, Mr. Holing. These 
missions have chapels in various localities, and are apparently 
making satisfactory progress in converts. Although missionary 
zeal may sometimes lead to indiscreet acts, there is no doubt that 
the merchants in China, and indeed the Government and all 
classes interested in the development of the country, are much in- 
debted to their verance in exploring. A short time since the 
Rey. Griffith John and Mr. Wylie made an expedition in the pro- 
vinces of Hunan and Szchuen, which was largely availed of by 
‘the merchants in drawing up their views as to the opening up of 
new ports. 


The new church at Hankow will shortly be opened by the Rev. 
Mr. McClatchie, the chaplain. The building is extremely pretty 
and unpretentious. The community being small, the seats are 
£12 each per annum ! ! ' 

The Cemetery is an enclosed space outside the walls, in which 
repose some two dozen Foreigners who died chiefly in 1863, in- 
cluding Mr. Gingell, the first Consul. Unfortunately the graves 
are desecrated by the Chinese, who steal the iron rails. &e. The 
Consul should see to this. It is very painful to the friends of the 
deceased. 

The Wesleyan Mission has just sustained a check in the shape of 

-a notification from Sir Rutherford Alcock, stating that he could 
not uphold their claim to a piece of land purchased and paid for 
by the Mission at Wuchang. The following document was re- 
cently issued by the inhabitants of Wuchang. Our readers will 
understand that the peculiarly threatening style of the language is 
simply the Chinese custom, and that, as a rule, such emanations 
are not to be taken literally :— 

Notice is hereby given, that the two districts called ‘Chien So Yin,” 
“ How So Yin,” have determined, in meeting assembled, that all holders 
of house property in this district be prohibited renting to Foreigners, and 
also that they be not allowed to sell to the same; and lest any ignorant 
people, for the sake of gain, illegally combine to rent or buy on their be- 
half, and afterwards hand over to the said Foreigners, it is resolved that on 
the discovery of such vicious conduct, violating as it does the unanimous 
vote of the community, the aforesaid house or houses so rented or sold 
shall be confiscated, and turned over to a native benevolent institution for 
the public good, and that the agent in such transaction shall be banished 
the district ; and that the seller, the agent, and the middle- men shall be 
fined an amount of money equa} to that received for the sale of such pro- 
perty; all which money shall be devoted to public purposes. 

In this resolution we all, fathers and sons (literally the mulberry 
and the sandal-wood trees), are unanimously agreed; and for this special 
object, that no one may have cause for after repentance, have issued this 
announcement. 


Respect this.—Signed by every member of this district in meeting as- 
sembled. 

At a meeting held lately of the land renters of Hankow, Messrs. 
Rameny, Joseph, and Jerdein were elected members of the Muni- 
cipal Council, and Mr. Mackellar secretary. The reccipts for 1868 
amounted to 4,868 taels, of which half is house and land tax and 
half on goods landed and shipped. The expenditure being 4,716 
taels, of which 2.208 were for repairs to bund (a never-ending source 
of expense), and 2,508 taels for police, fire-engine, and sundries. 
The land tax is thirty taels on front lots, and ten to fifteen on 
back, and the house tax thirty-seven on front houses and twenty- 
two to thirty on back. The tax on goods is about two cents per 
package. These taxes apply to the limits of the concession only, 
the wording of these leases including the obligation of contri- 
buting to the municipal expenses. There are several houses out- 
side the concession—Messrs. Russell and Co., Drysdale, Ringer, 
and Co., Evans and Rainbow, Turner and (Co., the Customs, &c. ; 
these firms, however, have tomainta in the landing-place to their 
own frontage. The great rise and fall in the river, in some in- 
stances equal to fifty feet, is a constant source of anxiety and ex- 
pene be river at present is some twenty feet higher than 
usual. 


The Russian gunboat Sadi, Captain Oussoff, is now on a visit 
to Hankow. This vessel belongs to the Amoor river fleet, and 
returns next May. There are very few Russian vessels moving in 
China or Japan. 

The merchants at Hankow have to complain of the tea pur- 
chases not being up to muster, and a representation has been 
made through the Consul to the Taoutai on the subject, similar to 
the one at Foochow. The Tauotai has promised to issue a noti- 
fication warning the teamen that such practices are highly im- 
proper. 


KIUKIANG AND THE POYANG LAKE. 

The opening of ports on the Poyang Lake, which lies but a few 
miles from Kiukiang, is of great importance for the future of 
Kiukiang. It is a ae tay or rather suggested, by the merchants 
that Yaou-chow, Woochiu, and Shang Hung would be sufficient for 

‘the present. Teas are now often six weeks on their way, owing 
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to the peculiar navigation. It is rumoured that Mr. Consul Swin- 
hoe has been requested by Sir Rutherford Alcock to examine 
the lake and make his report as to the fitness of these places. 
It is not proposed to “open” them in the old style of expensive 
Consulates and mercantile houses; such mistakes have received 
a, severe check in the case of Hankow and Kiukiang, where a large 
expenditure was made, and these palatia] premises are now to & 
large extent abandoned. The number of mercantile houses in 
Kiukiang is reduced to five, and the entire community numbers 
thirty-five, of whom nineteen are connected with the Consulates 
and Customs. It seems an enormous and disproportionate staff 
for the Customs, but the truth is that the loading and unloading 
of the steamers is the principal business here, and the Customs 
staff is not too much to keep pace with it. Many of the places 
proposed to be opened on the lake are to be simply subsidiary to 
Kiukiang, and 
at Kiukiang for clearance. This would make it an enérepot, and 
probably save it from being entirely abandoned by merchants. 
The Poyang Lake and its tributaries, as is well known, is aljacent 
to the great tea producing districts. The memorial from Kiukiang 
of July, 1867, alluded to in the Shanghai Chamber of Commerce 
Memorial, which went home last mail, fully describes this, and 
would be useful at this time if published in the London and China 
Telegraph, a8 it was omitted in the Parliamentary papers of 
February 1868. The memorials of Chefoo and Hankow were also 
omitted.

In a special memorial by Messrs. R. Francis and Co., of Kiukiang, 


dated January last, they say :— 


We would urge the appointment of a British official of suitable rank as 


intendant of trade at Nanking, the residence of the Viceroy, who controls 
this province and Keangnan; mercantile matters could then be referred 
from Kiukiang, and also from Shanghai and Chinkiang, to Nanking, in- 
stead of to Peking, late experience having shown the desirability of this 
change. 


We would suggest that the transit duties be handed over to the local 


officials, and not to the Peking Government ; in fact, some portion of the 
export daties might be treated in the same way, as at present the local 
authorities have little or no interest in Foreiga trade; they therefore col- 
lect the local duties, which the transit duties were intended to replace, as 
if no special Foreign duties existed. 


While on this subject we may mention that some misunderstanding 


exiats as to these transit duties, it being considered by some that if the 
goods are not the actual property of British subjects during the transit 
they should not be protected; we take it that the transit duties were in- 


tended for the benefit of British trade generally, and that all British im- 
ports and exports are entitled to that benefit. 

Mr. Pirkis, the late chaplain of Kiukiang, who has been the 
subject of much talk, proceeds to England by the Diomed steamer. 
Mr. Atkinson, who was connected with the Church Missionary So- 
ciety, has taken the post of chaplain, subject to the approval of 
the Home Government and their willingness to supplement the 
salary given by the community in the usual way. Mr. Josiah 
Cox, of the Wesleyan Mission, has also left in the Diomed, after 
many years’ service on the Yangtsze and other places, very much 
respected by natives and Foreigners. Two American missionaries, 
Mr. Hart and Mr. Tod, have lately settled at Kiukiang. 

Considerable changes are looked for in the Foreign Inspectorate 
of Customs. The Chinese are beginning to see that it could be 
administered at a smaller cost, and cutting down is the order of 
the day. One step is that the married pies a have notice that 
quarters will not be provided for them in future. The present 
salary of a first assistant is £800 per annum and quarters, but to 
cut out the latter is of course a serious difference. Another step 
is to order a medical examination of all persons below first assist- 
ants as to their general health and physique. The complaints as 
to promotion are also very loud; men who hawe been used ag 
Acting Commissioners from place to place find themselves dis- 
placed by men who are much their juniors. No doubt Mr. Hart 
hasa very difficult task to perform at Peking to reconcile the con- 
tending interests of all nationalities, but he should at least sce jus- 
tice done to those who have served the institution with fidelity for 
many years. The study of Chinese anda yearly examination is 
now one of the requisite qualities insisted on. 

One of the interesting features lately has been the receipt at 
Kiukiang of a very superior coal from Lo Ping, near Yaonchow, 
on the Poyang Lake. This coal is very like Scotch coal, and 
seems superior to any native coal that I have heard of. 

The Taoutai at Kiukiang is about to be relieved. During his 
term he has shown himself very inimical to Forcigners, and the 
community are glad that his term is out. It was with this 
Taoutai that the serious differences took place with Mr. Klein- 
wiichter, the then Commissioner of Customs, who was in conse- 
quence transferred to Swatow. 

Mr. Lord, who has been acting as Commissioner at Hankow, 
has been transferred to Canton as first assistant only. He is en- 
titled to leave of absence, and intends proceeding to England. 

The coal mines in this vicinity consist of one at Lang Tang and 
one at Pa-whei. The former one is about twenty miles distant 
(near the river). A few pits have been worked, and the coal 
favourably reported on, but the Chinese Government have stopped 
the working. These mines and other minerals in the locality re- 
quire to be developed by Foreign appliances. They consist of iron, 
plumbago, and antimony.

SHANGHAI. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


Suanenat, March 2, 1869. 

The P. and O. steamer Malacca arrived here on the 19th Feb., 
with the English mail of 1st Jan., and telegrams to the 24th Jan. 
These latter are at present our latest advices. 

Admiral Sir Harry Keppel arrived on the 21st ult. in the Sa- 
lamis. The Rodney is outside the mouth of the river, where it is 
understood she will remain while the Admiral visits Hankow and 
the other Yangtsze ports. 

The contract for completing the new British consular gaol has 
been given to a native builder, who has engaged under a heavy 
penalty to complete the work by December, 1870. The present 
gaol has long, both on account of its small size and unhealthy 
situation, been unfit for its purpose, and its replacement by a more 
suitable edifice is a work much more important than the building 
of new Consulates, which has hitherto occupied the attention of 
the Government engineers. 

It is stated that another public garden is to be opened in Shan- 
ghai. The foreshore on the piougane side from a point opposite 
the American Church to the Astor House is to be bunded and filled 

“in ; the promoters of the scheme being Mr. Seward, the American 
Consul-General, and Messrs. Cunningham and Reid, who are the 
-principal landowners ni the vicinity. Such are the plans as an- 
nounced, but it remains to be seen whether the result will equal 
- the expectations raised. 
On the 26th ult. two foreigners, named George Ross and Wil- 
’ liam Smith, were found suffocated on board a lorcha lying opposite 
the French Concession. A Chinaman had shared the same fate. 
No particulars as to the accident could be obtained, but it seemed 
probable that a stove fed by coal and charcoal, which was found 
overturned in the cabin, must have caused it. An inquest was 
held the same day before Judge Goodwin, when a verdict of acci- 
dental death was returned. 

On the 17th ultimo a meeting of the treaty Consuls, the Harbour 
Master, and the Chairman of the Chamber of Commerce was held, 
to discuss bye-laws for the port. The only important items settled 
were that the number of pilots should be Ijmited to sixty, that 
the present scale of charges should be retaihed, and that Tis. 10 

_per diem should be charged for detention at Wusung over forty- 
eight hours, 

The No. 1 Fire-engine Company, which has lately been 

~strengthened by the accession of the Custom-house officers, held a 
meeting of its members on the 17th February. Nothing was done 

.save the election of officers, the adoption of a uniform and the 
drawing up of laws and regulations being left to a Committee. 
The folowing gentlemen form the executive for this year :—Mr. 
Bininger, foreman; Mr. Canham, first assistant; Mr. M. L. Smith, 

.second assistant; Mr. Watson, captain of leading hose; Mr.

Howes, captain of the suction; Mr. De la Cour, first assistant ;

The members of the Shanghai Club have held their annual 
meeting, at which the following gentlemen were elected as the 
committe for the current year :—Measrs. R. B. Baker, J. Ashton, 
F. D. Hitch, J. I. Miller, and R. Miller. It was announced that, 
under the present economical management, the club paid its way. 
The profit for the year 1868 was 2,303.98 dols. ; but it is hoped 
that with increased attraction and careful supervision the year 
1869 will exhibit a large increase in receipts, while the relative 
expenses will be diminished. 

The German theatrical amateurs, in connection with the Club 
Concordia, gave their fourth representation for the season on the 
evening of the 27th ult. The house was crowded, and the per- 
formance most excellent. The courtesy and liberality of the Ger- 
man club in throwing these entertainments open to the public, the 
invitation required being little more than a form, contrasts 
strangely with the less disinterested plan adopted by the English 
amateurs, who charge three dollars for admission to their per- 
formances. 

I gave you some mails ago an account fof the commotion ex- 
cited amongst the resident British subjects of Chinese descent by 
the publication of a notification, wherein Sir Rutherford Alcock 
ordered all such persons to wear European costume under pain of 
being denied the protection of the English flag. This sumptuary 
ordinance was bitterly criticised by the local press, and the per- 
sons most affected by it addressed a very respectful memorial to 
the Minister, pees against the injustice of interfering with 
their dress. The following reply has just been received :—

The P. and 0. steamer Malacca, which leaves at daylight to- 
morrow morning, takes 571 bales China and 95 bales Japas silk. 

From Chefoo we heard ominous rumours of an intended assas- 
sination of all the Foreigners, at the Chinese new year. As it was 
thought that some disturbance might take place, the gunboat 
Insolent was moved into the bay, and patrols traversed the settle- 
ment each night during the festivities. Of course, nothing came 
of it, but it is said that interested parties are diligently circu- 
lating rumours amongst the villagers in the neighbourhood of 
Chefoo to the effect that the authorities have determined upon ex- 
terminating foreigners within a very short time. Curiously enough, 
the discomfiture of Tseng Kuofan ba assumed the character of a 
victory during the transit of the news from Nanking to Chefoo, 
According to the report current the Yangchow affair was a Chinese 
triumph, the ships of war were beaten off with loss, and out of 
pity Tseng gave his foreign prisoners food and dismissed them, 
Very many miners have been arrested by marines sent up from 
the /nsolent, and will be deported. Up to the commencement of 
the Chinese holidays trade was brisk, grey shirtings 8} lbs. having 
been frezly dealt with at Tls. 2.16. The following is an abstract 
of Messrs. Holmes, Wadman, and Co.’s Circular of Jan. 22nd. I¢ 
is interesting as affording a comparative view of the trade for the 
years 1867 and 1868 :— 

“The import of grey shirtings during 1868 was 542,018 pieces, as 
against 165,005 pieces in 1867, and 140,477 pieces in 1866. The 
excess in T-cloths was even more extraordinary, say 219,804 pieces 
in 1868, against 58,130 pieces in 1867, and 19,896 pieces in 1866. 
The quantity of drills pee in 1868 was 25,234 f pau inst 
17,254 pieces in 1867, and 8,170 pieces in 1866. regards ex- 
ports the statistics are also somewhat curious. Of beancakes 
630,296 piculs were exported in 1868, against 390,804 piculs in 
1867, and 749,506 piculs in 1866. Peas were shipped in 1868 to 
the extent of 318,201 piculs, against 418,016 piculs in 1867, and 
550,108 piculs in 1866. The export of cotton has fallen from 
34,302 piculs in 1866, to 1,018 piculs in 1868 ; while shipments of 
straw hats have risen from 16,078 pieces in 1866, to 391,306 pieces 
in 1868.” 

The only news from Peking is to the effect that Mr. Ross 
Brown coincides with the Chinese Government in discouraging 
mining operations ; but this certainly requires confirmation, espe- 
cially when it is considered that Mr. Brown's reputation has been 
won, not as a diplomatist, but as a scientific miner. 


The North China Herald says:—“ We are glad to hear from 
Peking that Sir R. Alcock has received a despatch from Lord 
Stanley, approving Mr. Medhurst’s action in the Yangchow affair, 
up to the time of his first withdrawal. This, of course, comprises 
approval also of the conditions insisted on. It remains to be seen 
what view the new Ministry will take of the subsequent measures 
adopted in pursuance of this policy, and to enforce these con- 
ditions.” 

The following is from the same paper:—“ We hear that the 
Municipal Council have it in serious contemplation to order a 
steam roller from home, for the benefit of our streets. We 
over the prospect to brokers’ traps ; but the Council surely fo: 
that they are dealing with Chinese soil, that steam interferes with 
Fengshuey, that a steam roller would lessen the employment of 
Chinese hand-labour—in a word, that they must consult Mr. Bur- 
linghame before any such gross outrage on Chinese stereotyped 
custom can be permitted. Of course, the Chinese Government is 
most anxious for progress, panting, in fact, to introduce perpetual 
motion, if it could only be discovered. But it would like to put 
it off idefinitely ; and a steam roller would be a terribly bad 
example. It might enlighten Chinamen on the subject of steam.” 

The Evening Express says :—“ We are glad to learn that a sub- 
scription is in circulation to raise a fund sufficient to remove the 
remains of the late General Burgevine from their present resting 
place in {the Pootung Cemetery to the Shanghai Ny ew Cemetery, 
and to erect a stone over them. One hundred taels has already 
been promised for this purpose, for which Tls. 170 in all will be 
required. We doubt not the balance will be speedily forthcoming.” 

The Ltecorder says :— 

“We have to record the departure within the last week of three 
of the oldest steamer captains trading from this port. Captain 
Drage, late of the Pwen-tsze-fei, left by the last mail, on behalf of 
the North China Company, to bring out a steamer for the Northern 
trade. The vessel is now being built under the superintendence 
of Captain Blow, who, our readers will remember, was a long time 
in China, and employed latterly by Messrs. Trautman and Co. as 
their steamer manager. Captain MacQueen, who for the last eight 

ears has been in command of steamers trading on the Yangtsze, 
eft by the Costa ica for England. He lately commanded the 
8.8. N. Company’s steamer Hirado, but it appears that the oppo- 
sition company require another steamer for the Yangtsze trade, 
and he has been selected to procecd home to get one built. This 
seems to be very unfair to Captains Howlett and Hutchison, who 
have both been in the USN. Company since its formation, and, 
we should think, are as well able to superintend the building of a 
steamer for this trade as the gentleman who has superseded them. 
Their new steamer is, we understand, to be built on the same prin- 
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ciple as the Hirado, but of iron ; the boilers will no doubt, instead 
of being placed on the guards, be in the hold of the vessel, which 
the passage from England would, we think, necessitate. By the 
French mail, Captain Gibbon, formerly in command of the 8.8. 
Antelope, and latterly of the Dragon, has also, we hear, been de- 
puted by a private firm to superintend the building of a steamer 
similar to the Dragon, for the Tientsin trade, which may be ex- 
pected to arrive early next year. He will be succeeded in com- 
mand of the Dragon by Mr. Harvey, chief officer of the Vanzing. 

The same paper is credibly informed that the 8.8. N. Company 
have determined on having a large iron river steamer for the 
Yangtsze built at Glasgow, and that Captain Dearborn, sometime 
of the 8.8. Fangtse, has been entrusted with the supervision. 
‘This is most satisfactory after the reiterated assurances we have 
heard that if the English could build sea going vessels it was 
«eserved for their Transatlantic cousins to rule the internal waters. 











FOOCHOW. 
(FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 


Great difficulty is still experienced in acquiring land for build- 
ang foreign houses near the water side. The tendency is now very 
strong to keep the mercantile houses together near the river, 
Messrs. Jardine, Matheson, and Co., forming the eastern boundary 
ar lower side. Messrs. John Silverlock and Co., Holliday, Wise, and 
Oo., Siemssen and Co., Gilman and Co., and Mr. Galton are building 
in this group, and in time no doubt but that the firms now located 
on the island connected by the bridge and those on the other 
side of the river will move down. The house and godowns of Messrs, 
Hedge and Co. form the latest improvement on the water side. It 
has been a standing and important inconvenience to the community 
here that a site has not been granted as a concession for Foreign 
residences—the necessity for each firm acquiring land and build- 
ing}without any plan or connection prevents those sanitary mea- 
sures for draining, &c., only to be acquired by united action. The 
houses being now stuck about, the only approach is through the 
Chinese streets, which are about the most dithy and disgusting in 
China. Many of the houses either back or front on these streets, 
and in the summer time it is intolerable. The Foreigners cannot 
undertake to be scavengers for the Chinese, and any such sugges- 
tion to them is simply laughed at, for they seem in no way affected 
by the filth—use being to them second nature. 

The gunboat Lever hae left for Shanghai, leaving the Dwarf for 
this station. The American gunboat nadilla is here. 

The difficulty in reference to the building of a house near Sharp 
Peak, at the entrance of the river, has completely subsided, and 
Mr. Wolfe, the missionary, will now get his house built at the cost 
of the Chinese, as compensation for the outrage. The Viceroy 
admitted our right to acquire the land and build there. It was 
out of this disturbance that the threat grew, by placards to expel 
all Foreigners, but the interest now felt in the Foreigners’ dollars 
is too general to admit of such a catastrophe, and the residents 
were not in the least alarmed at the demonstration, although 
doubtless their friends in England would be anxious. 

‘The clippers Leander and Undine have cleared for Shanghai 
with cargoes of wood on Chinese account. These trips are intended 
to pass the time away until the tea season comes round in May. 
The Gabalva has cleared for Boston with 453,700 lbs. tea, and the 
Surprise, which put back, will sail again shortly for New York with 
about 1,000,000 lbs. The Henry Grenfell sailed for London on the 
27th February with 498,533 lbs.and the Thomas Edwards, for 
Sydney, with 184,500 lbs. This, it is expected, will complete the 
season's export, the figures standing as per export table in 
another column. 

The teamen, it is expected, will use more caution in preparing 
the next season's congou, in consequence of the protest lately made 
by the merchants to the authorities. It is also expected that the 
teas will not be down so early as last season. 


FORMOSA. 

Mr. H. F. Holt, who has for some time officiated at Tam-suy, 
has been transferred to the Ningpo Consulate as Interpreter. It 
was Mr. Holt who so ably vindicated the rights of British subjects 
in the recent “difficulty” arising out of the maltreatment of 
Messrs. Bird and Kerr by the Chinese, and it is gratifying to hear 
that he has received a handsome testimonial from the gentlemen 
whose cause he brought to a successful issue. The testimonal, 
which was accompanied by a suitable address, is a silver vase, 
modelled on the design of the famous China Challenge Cup that 
is annually shot for at Wimbledon, but of course on a much smaller 
scale ; it bears the incription :— To Henry F. W. Holt, from C. 
D. Kerr and 8. E. Bird, in memory of the 12th October, 1868. 
Tam-suy, Formosa.” This is almost the only instance in which a 
British Consular officer has received such a testimonal of apprecia- 
tion of his exertions, 

With regard to the saitiry effect. produced by the retaliatory 
measures 80 promptly adopted in Formosa, a correspondent of the 
Hong Kong Daily Press writes :—‘' The fruits of these recent 
Proceedings we are now enjoying. Boeh merchants and mission- 
aries are allowed to proceed with their work in peace. The latter 
have been allowed to return to Taiwan-foo, a treaty port, whence 
they were driven by Ting Taoutai four years ago. A foreigner 
now meets with ordinary respect, instead of the old shouts of 
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obscene ridicule. The authorities are duly respectful to all com- 
munications from H.M.’s Consulate, and there is every reason 
to believe that this state of things may exist for a considerable 
time. I believe that your readers will be glad to learn what has 
been accomplished through the determination of our authorities 
to enforce a proper fulfilment of treaty obligations.” 








HONG KONG. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 9th Marche 
The outward mails of January 15th and 2nd were received on the 
26th February and 5th March respectively. The following leading 
items of colonial news are from the China Mail :— 


The Postmaster-General’s Report for 1868 has been published, 
and is eminently satisfactory. A most interesting report by the 
Inspector of Government Schools appears in the same gazette. 
The charges brought by Bishop Alford against the educational 
system pursued are very effectively met. 

The decision of his Lordship the Chief Justice on the demurrer 
in the case of Regina v. Saint has not yet been given. 

A wordy conflict has taken place between the Hong Kong and 
Whampoa and Union Dock Companies. The latter is thought to 
have the best of it. 

Petitions for bounty for capture of piratical junks bySH.M.’s 
gunboat Haughty have been granted. The Attorney-General 
agreed that future petitions should be made much fuller. 

If any reliance is to be placed on statements made in Ceylon 
papers brought on by the Achilles there is shortly to be a change 
in some of the colonial governorships, in which we of Hong Kong 
will feel directly interested. Sir Henry Barkly, Governor of Mau- 
ritius, is to be transferred to the Cape ; Sir Hercules Robinson will 
succeed him ; Sir Richard MacDonnell will be promoted to Ceylon, 
and Mr. Pope Hennessey will ascend a step or two in the service of 
the Crown by removal from Labuan to Hong Kong. The pro- 

mme is a likely one enough. lf it should prove to be correct, 
ir Richard MacDonnell's successor may congratulate himself 
on the inheritance that has been provided for him by the— 
well, we will call it the—energy of his predecessor. There 
will be a balance to credit in the treasury ; there will be a 
nice substantial residence at the top of the Peak, beautifully 
sheltered from the violence of typhoons, but open to the genial 
monsoon that comes breathing its cooling influence on the torrid 
atmosphere of summer; there will be a commodious and well- 
built Government steam yacht, in which the delights of a little 
cruise may often be alternated with the luxuries of a land resi- 
dence, together with a “launch” for police purposes, and which 
may upon occasion serve as tender to the yacht. It is only fair 
to the present incumbent of the office to say that his measures for 
suppressing pee have proved effectual, so that the next pre- 
sentation will be free of what was once a secrious incumbrance. And 
all this has been done by what less than three years ago was a 
bankrupt colony, the Government of which had to use the money 
of suitors at law to support itself. If Mr. Pope Hennessey cares 
to learn the secret of this success, he may easily do so; but Sir 
Richard MacDonnell will tell him that really it is an incidental 
and undesigned result of his policy in a ceftain respect, and that, 
therefore, he is positively not entitled to the credit thereof. The 
gambling revenue came in his way, and he found it; but as for 
looking for it; oh, dear, no. And of course Mr. Pope Hennessey, 
who has the reputation of being a shrewd man, will accept Sir 
Richard’s explanation. : 

A draft despatch from the Chamber of Commerce to H.M. Con- 
sul at Canton upon the opening of new ports is, fortunately, to be 
submitted to a public meeting on the 11th instant, before it is 
adopted as an expression of their collective opinion. From the 
custom which has hitherto obtained, we were somewhat afraid 
that nothing more would be heard of the matter until a sheet of 
foolscap had been irretrievably spoilt, and the reply had been ro- 
ceived and recorded. We are, however, glad to have the opportu- 
nity of making some remarks upon the subject, fully assured that, 
if the committee are in earnest they will gladiy welcome comment 
and discussfon. Let us briefly examine the contents of the docu- 
ment before us :— 

It commences by acknowledging the communication calling for 
the opinion of the Chamber, and then expresses the satisfaction 
felt by its members “that a subject of such importance as the 
opening up of the country of China was likely soon to be brought 
under discussion.”

STRAITS, CHINA AND JAPAN IMPORTS. 

Yorxouama,.—Owing to the native New Year holidays business during 
the greater part of the interval had been entirely suspended in all markets. 
It had hardly been fairly resumed, but something had been done, and at 
slightly improved rates. Yarn had been most in request, but some in- 
quiry had been made for Grey Shirtings. Woollens remained neglected. 
Cotton and Rice had slightly improved, in price as well as demand. The 
current quotations were as follows :—Cotton Yarn: Nos. 16-24, per picul, 
$15.25 to 46.50; 28-32, $47 to 48.25. Grev Shirtings, 7 lbs., per piece, 
$2.45 to 2.55.; 8-4,lbs., $2.77 to 2.83; White Shirtings, $2.80 to 3.60, 
T-Cloths, 6 ‘Ibs., $1.70 to 1.80.; 7 Ibs., $2 to 2.20; Camlets, per piece, 
$15 to 16; Blankets, per Ib., $0.50 to 0.55; Iron, nail rod, per picul, 
$3.40 to 3.70; Lead, $7.60 to 8.0; Tin; $17 to 18. 

SHaxcHat.—Cottons: Since the receipt of London telegrams reporting 
the Liverpool and Manchester markets higher, there had been a large specu- 
lative business transacted. Foreigners had been the chief operators, natives 
having previously bought to some extent any parcels offered them at cheap 
rates. A considerable portion of the stock of Plain Cuttons was held by 
foreigners, who were generally holding for still higher prices. Advices 
from the North and River Ports were favourable. Grey Shirtings had 
changed hands at various prices, ranging from Tls. 2.0.6 to 2.2.0 for, 
8} los. ; Tia. 1.8.2 to 1.9.5 for 7 lbs. ; and Tls. 2.7.5 to 3.0.5 for 9 10-12 Ibs. 
Heavy Shirtings had been in good demand. At the close there was less 
excitement, and quotations may be considered if anything slightly lower. 
T-Cloths had been very largely dealt in, and quotations show an advance, 
although they were somewhat irregular. White Shirtings were firmly 
held, and but few had been sold. Drills, American and English, had been 
rather easier of sale. Fancy Cottons: There was rather more doing in 
these goods, but very little improvement was noticeable in prices. Teavy 
clearances of most descriptions of Cotton Manufactures were being made 
for the Northern Ports. Woollens and Worsteds: A very limited business 
had taken place in these goods, and prices showed but little alteration. 
Metals: For both Bar Iron and Nail Rods there had been a good inquiry 
at advancing rates. Good assortments of the former had realised Tls. 2.60 
and of the latter Tls. 2.45 per picul. Stocks of Nail Rod Iron were 
heavy, but the market was firm at quotations, Lead marks 1 to 2 mace 
higher, owing to the better rates ruling in Hong Kong. Sales of L.B. at 
Tis. 6.20, holders were asking Tls. 6.30. ‘The stock had been increased 
by about 4,000 piculs. Exports were estimated at about 3,800 piculs. 
Coals: There having been little demand, the ratee given are almost 
nominal. The principal portion of the following arrivals had been to 
order:—From Great Britain, 475 tons; Australia, 2,335 tons; Japan, 
1,165 tons ; Formosa, 1,760 tons; in all, 5,725 tons. The following were 
the current quotations:—Grey Shirtings, 7lbs., per piece, Tls. 1.9.0 to, 
1.9.2; 8.4 to 8.6 lbs, Tis. 2.1.0 to 2.1.8. White Shirtings, Tls. 2 to 3. 
T-Cloths, 6 Ibs., Tls. 1.4.5 to 1.7.5; 7]bs., Tls. 1.6.5 to 2.0.5; Camlets, 
English, S.S., Tis. 12 to 12.7.5. Iron, nail rod, small size, per picul 
Tis. 2.1.0 to 2.2.5; Fair to good Assorted, Tls, 2.3.0 to 2.5.0 ; Hoop, 
Tis. 1.8.0; Flat and Round, Tis. 2.5.0 to 2.7.0; Lead, Tls. 5.9.0 to 6.3.0; 
Tin Plates, per box, Tis. 4.3.0 to 4.8.0; Steel, per tub, Ts, 3.5.0 to 3.6.0. 

Hankow. —Plain Cottons: The market opened, after the native holi- 
days, for Grey Shirtings, 8} Ibs., at Tls, 2.1.2 to 2.1.5, for good makes, at 
which considerable sales were made. Business had since been checked by 
the increased firmness of holders, Closing quotations were Tls, 1.8.5 to 
1.8.8 for 7 Ibs.; Tis. 2.1.1 to 2.1.8 for &} lbs.; and Tis. 2.9.0 to 2.9.5 
for 9 10-12 lbs. White Shirtings had been dealt in to a small extent at 
previous rates. T-Cloths continued very dull, and stocks remained heavy. 
Drills met with no inguiry. Fancy Cottons: Small sales had been effected 
at rather weaker prices. Woollens and Worsteds: Camlets, SS, had been in 
fair demand at Tis. 12.2.5 to 12.6.0 for assortments. Lastings remained 
neglected. Long Ells: Scarlet were quoted 5 candareens lower, and few 
tramsactions had transpired. Spanish Stripes had been in some request at 
former rates. Figured Orleans had changed hands at Tls. 3.6:0 to 3.7.0. 
Lead: There was very little demand; holders were asking Tls. 6.4.0 to 
6.5.0, while offers were Tls. 6.2.0 to 6.2.5 per picul. 

Foocnow.—The following had been the transactions daring tho in- 
terval :—6 piculs White Wax, at $190.0 per picul; 570 piculs Lead, at 
$9.26 to 9.50 per picul; 1,500 pieces, 84 Ibs., Grey Shirtings, at $2.92$ 
to 2.95 per piece; 600 pieces, 7 Ibs. T-Cloths, at $2.60 per piece. 

Hoxe Konea.—The following is from Messrs. Olyphant and Co.’s Cir- 
cular, dated 8th March:—Cotton Yarn.—Sales of Nos. 16 to 24 have 
been on a somewhat larger scale, and at rather higher values, but other 
numbers are saleable only on easier terms, stocks being very heavy. Piece 
Goods.—Importers have been very firm throughout the fortnight, gra- 
dually advancing their asking prices for almost all descriptions, and though 
buyers have been very unwilling to pay the enhanced prices, their actual 
requirements have obliged them to enter the market and purchase at still 
higher figures than were demanded during the early part of the interval, 
holders being strengthened in their views by the home advices since re- 
ceived. Some large holders refuse to quit 7 to 8} 1b. Grey Shirtings, 6 
to 7 Ib. T-Cloths, or White Shirtings at present quotations. Turkey Reds 
are out of favour at the moment, and are nominally 5 cents lower. Eng- 
lish Drills, 40 yards, are saleable at higher figures, and Dutch on former 
terms. A small parcel of Dutch Jeans has been sold, ‘to arrive,” at 
$5.12). About 1,200 bales of American Cottons have been received, but 
have not yet been placed on the market, and quotations are quite nominal. 
Woollens: Few sales have been made. Scarlet Long Ells, despite their 
scarcity, are out of favour, and could not be placec, except at a reduction 
from former rates; but Dark Blue, Gentian, Green, and Purple are 
wanted, and we quote Assorted 20 cents dearer. There is no inquiry for 
Spanish Stripes, which are a trifle lower. Blankets are entirely neglected. 
Lastings easier. Crapes unchanged. S., S.S., and S.S.S, Camlets are 25 
cents. lower. Other kinds maintain their former values, and Dutch are 
very firm. Metals: Sales generally have been on a larger scale, but at 
lower prices, buyers being unwilling to purchase at former figures, and 
holders disposed to realise. Malacca Tin bas declined very materially, and 
for Lead there is no inquiry at the moment. Coal: Arrivals have been: 
831 tons English (to consumers), 250 tons Anthracite, and 760 tons 
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Sydney, the latter in two cargoes of 460 and 300 tons, which have found 
buyers at $7.50 and $8 respectively. Further sales have been made 
of 450 tons English, ex godown, at $10.25, and 250 tons Anthra- 
cite at $12, ex ship. There is a better feeling in the market, es- 
pecially for Sydney, arrivals showing a marked falling off. Gin- 
seng: The arrival of further supplies has induced buyers to hold off 
in hopes of bringing about some reduction in prices, and the only sale has 
been 13 casks Crude at $130 per picul, but holders remain very firm. 
The current quotations at departure of the mail were as follows :—Cotton

3.70. American Drills, 40 yds., 14 Ibs., per piece, $5.25 to 5.30. Spanish 
Stripes, assorted, per yard, $0.78 to 0.91; Scarlet, $0.80 to 0.95, Mediu, 
Ladies’, and Habit Cloths, $1.10 to 2. Long Ells, H Scarlet. $8 80 to 8.40; 
Assorted, $8 to 8.50. Camlets, SS Assorted, $16 to 16.25 ; SS. Scarlet, 
$17.50 to 18. Blankets, per Ib., $0.45 to 0.60. Metals, Iron Nail Rod, 
@2.75 to 2'80; Round, Square, and Flat Bar, per picul, $2.75 to 2.80; 
Hoop, $2.90, to 2.95; Wire, $7 to 7.25. Lead, per picul, $8 to 8.25. 

Stncarore:—The market generally had been dull during the interval ; 
a fair amount, of business bad transpired in Shirtings and T-Cloths at 
the commencefnent, but latterly the demand had fallen off: prices were 
mostly unchaffged since last report, Grey Shirtings 39 in. 8} and 7 Ibs. 
were taken uf?to some extent, at $2.82 to $2.85 per piece; 7 lbs. were 
in small stq@#k, and there was a moderate demand, prices being firmer 
than last quoted; the market was bare of 6 lbs. Maddapolams in some 
inquiry, and stocks light. T-Cloths 5 lbs. and 6 Ibs. in good demand, 
and prices firm; a good business had transpired ; 7 lbs. in less active 
inquiry ; 43 lbs. wanted, and market cleared. Dutch Drills firmer, stock 
very low; sales had been made at full rates. Grey Yarn No. 40's had 
been in fair inquiry, and a moderate business had transpired ; No. 80's in 
request, at an improvement on last quotations ; the low numbers had been 
in demand, the stock was low, and holders were firm for higher rates; no 
salesreported. White Shirtings of the lower and medium qualities had been 
placed to some extent, and previous rates were well maintained ; the finer 
reeds in moderate inquiry. White Cambrics, No. 248, of low quality, had 
met with some demand ; No. 15 and 16's were moving off at rather weaker 
rates; there were heavy stocks in first hands. Figured Shirtings had been 
quiet, and sales were small. Jaconets neglected. There is not much change 
to report in Dyed goods; there being still an inquiry for Pink Figured 
Shirtings. The inquiry for T. R. Cloth had fallen off, and little business 
had transpired. Prints continued saleable at about previous rates. Sa- 
rongs of new designs were selling{slowly, with a heavy stock in first hands, 
which was difficult to move. Batticks quiet. T. R. Handkerchiefs in 
limited inquiry; T. R. Yarn with a more active inquiry. Woollens: 
Spanish Stripes quiet; Camlets in limited demand, at a slight advance; 
Bombazettes in limited inquiry. Metals had been without animation. Iron 
neglected, and no sales had transpired ; quotations nominally unchanged. 
Yellow Metal Sheathing firm, and the stock in few hands. Lead in de- 
mand, and market bare. Gunpowder unsalenble. Coals unchanged ; the 
only transaction had been a sale of Cardiff at $10 per ton, Canvas of 
good quality in moderate demand. Provisions and Oilmans’ Stores diffi- 
cult to place. Beer in bulk wanted ; a good demand for Bottled Ale and 
Porter of favourite brands, at fair prices.

TEA. 

Yorowama.—Limited stocks and supplies had considerably curtailed 
transactions, and settlements for the American and Californian markets 
were estimated at about 600 piculs, which had been made at fally the 
prices last quoted ; Holders being very tirm and stocks low, no reduction 
was looked for. The John Norman an‘ Brilliant were to be despatched 
for New York, the J. Godfrey has been laid on for the same port. Quo- 
tations: —Common, $19 to 23 per picul; good common, $24 to 25; 
medium, $26 to 28; good medium, $29 to 82; fine, $34 to 87; finest, 
$38 to 39; choice, $40 to 42. 

SHANGHAI.—Black: There was Httle to notice under this head, as 
transactions had been unimpcrtant, and prices continued unaltered. 
Small supplies had been reeeived from Kiukiang, keeping the stock at 
nearly 4,000 chests. Settlements for the fortnight, 1,255 chests; Reship- 
ments on owners’ account, 325; stock, 12 chops, or 3,980 chests. Quota- 
tions (duty paid, exchange for credits, 6 months’ sight, at 6s. 0d. per tael, 
and freight at £3 sterling. per ton); Common Oonam 1s. 0}d., common 
Ningchow 1s. 2d. to 1s, 2)d. Green: Quietness was still the prevailing 
feature in the market, but owing to a concession on the part of holders, a 
rather larger business had been done than in the fortnight before. Settle. 
ments, which were chiefly for America, had been very irregular, but on 
the whole we can quote prices of all descriptions about 1 tae! lower; this, 
however, was partly counterbalanced by an advance in exchange. Settle- 
ments for the fortnight, 11,909 half-chests: re-sbipments on vwners’ ac- 
count, nil; stock, 95 chops, or 50,244 hulf-chests. Quotations (exchange, 
&c., as above) were as follows : — Fychow and Moyune Gunpowder, 1s. 6. 
to 3a. 7d.; Imperial, 1s. 2d. to 23. 10d.; Young Hyson, 114d. to 8s. 2d. ; 
Hyson, 1s. 1}d. to 33. 3d.; Twankay 84d. to 1s. 6d. 

Hasxow.—In the absence of business there is nothing to report. 
Statistics remained unchanged. Quotations were nominal. Export of 
Tea from January 1 to Feb. 24, 1869, 277,158 lbs.; from January 1 
to Feb. 24, 1858, 251,206 lbs. ; from June 1 to Feb, 24, 1869, 45,959, 821 
lbs.; from June 1 to Feb. 24, 1868, 34,884,479 Ibs. ; stock, nil. 

KxuK1anc.—There had been no arrivals or settlements either of Green 
or Black, and the only shipments to Shanghai had been a few parcels of 
the former. 

Foocttow.—Messrs. Silverlock and Co.'s Circular reports :—Nothing 
whatever of importance has occurred in our market for ‘lea. Although 
there is a small quantity still remaining both in foreign merchants’ aad in 
Chinamen’s hand, it is scarcely probable that another ship will be placed 
on the berth for London, and in consequence we may consider that the 
export for the season has ceased. As no business is doing, quotations are 
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quite nominal, but a few recent settlements show no decline in price since 
the beginning of February. 

Amoy.—A quiet but steady business had been done in Ooloongs, some 
8,700 packages having found buyers at hardening prices. The stock was 
reduced to about 12,000 packages, which were firmly held for an advance, 
and the market closed quiet, buyers showing no disposition to accede to 
the demands of teamen. The John C.'Munro, John Worster, and Fer- 
dinand had sailed for New York, leaving the Auguste Frederich and 
Albert on the berth. The Gabalva was expected from Foochow to com- 
plete her cargo for Boston. 

Canton.—Only one small purchase had been effected during the in- 
terval, and the season at this port may be considered closed. 

SILK. 

Yoxouama.—There had been hardly a transaction on the market 
during the fortnight; 150 bales, chiefly Oshu, were expected to go for- 
ward by the steamer, but they were almost exclusively reshipments from 
other parts of the country. Arrivals had been about 150 bales; the stock 
was therefore of the same miserable character as before, and as natives 
had not returned to business since the holidays, there had been no oppor- 
tunity of ascertaining how far they would reduce their pretensions. Quo- 
tations were quite nominal. 

SwancHai.—Measrs. C. J. Skeggs and Co.'s report is as follows :— 
Business has only been resumed within the last few days, the Chinese 
having fairly given way to a considerable reduction in prices; the settle- 
ments are estimated at 500 bales, including actual purchases, transactions 
in barter, and shipments for native account, the latter amounting to at 
least one-fourth of the quantity. A few bales of Chooping’s ‘' Choey- 
Wun” have’ been settled at Tls. 570, so that the decline on chops may be 
placed at Tls. 20, while for medium and common Taatlees Tls. 40 to 50 is 
readily accepted. In Hainings, No. 2 “ Fatmows” have been placed at 
Tis, 462}, and No. 2 Kahing Taysaams at Tls. 480, both showing about 
the same reduction. A few of the best re-reeled Hainings have been 
bought at Tis. 590, being a fall of Tis. 20 on the last sale made, but some 
of the natives prefer to ship these rather than accept the decline. There 
are no Organzines now on the market, but a few bales of Trams are held 
for previous rates. 

Canton.—There had been more inquiry than was expected, consider- 
ing the very unsatisfactory advices received regarding the London and 
Continental markets. A moderate business had taken place, but the pur- 
chases had, with a few exceptions, been on Indian account, and made at 
a considerable decline from the quotations previously given; one or two 
offers, we understand, had been made for Re-reeled Cumchook at $20 to 
80 under quotations, for fairly good quality Silk, but holders were not 
disposed to accept such reductions. We give the following as the settle- 
ments for the fortnight, with quotations :—Tsatlee, market No. 1, sales 
160 bales, at $480 to 500; Loong Kong, best, sales 30 bales, at $558 ; 
ditto No. 1, sales 20 bales, at $520; Re-reeled Cumchook, no sales, $580 


to 590. 
STRAITS PRODUCE. 
SmvaarorE.—Quotations for all the principal staples of export had 
been very firm, and in some instances an advance had been established. 
Supplies of most articles had been on a small scale. Gambier had been 
-scarce, and dealers were delivering their contracts very slowly, and refused to 
make further engagements at the current quotations. Avery small business 
had transpired, the total amount reported being about 150 tons. Black Pep- 
per was difficult to procure; a parcel had been taken up at $6.60 per picul, 
-and there were buyers at that rate. Dealers were not anxious to sell, as they 
had still heavy engagements to fulfil. It is reported that the crop is under the 
average ; supplies were:coming in slowly. White pepper had been bought 
at $12 to $11.75, and supplies were readily taken up. Tin maintained 
previous rates, and was in good demand, the market being very firm. Pearl 
-Sago in active inquiry, and transactions to some extent were reported 
Sago flour steady at last quotations; several contracts had been made for 
Singapore flour at $2.30 per picul. Gum Damar wanted; a parcel being 
taken up after some competition at $17 per picul. Gutta Percha had ad- 
vanced considerably, and there was an active demand for the best quail- 
ties. Hides in fair inquiry at previous rates. Horns wanted, and prices 
firm. Rattans in good demand, and supplies eagerly bought at full rates. 
Cloves scarce and wanted. Coffee unchanged ; transactions had been tri- 
fling. Rice rather weaker, and heavy supplies expected.

RECEPTION AND BALL AT THE CHINESE EMBASSY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 

Mr. and Mrs. Burlinghame gave their first grand party on Wednes- 
day evening, and achieved one of the successes of the season, which is 
not saying a little, in respect where suceessful parties are ag common as 
butterflies in summer. The house occupied by the Embassy is a very 
fine one, with one side in the avenue of the Champ Elysées, and famous 
as the residence of the diva Patti, who occupied the principal floor. 
Three floors were thrown open, and during a portion of the evening 
nearly every room was crowded. There must have been seven or eight 
hundred persons, if not more, present. Of course the proportion of 
Americans was large, but France and England were well represented. 
Amongst the diplomatic corps we noticed Lord Lyons and the Turkish 
Ambassador. The Imperial Court was represented by the First Cham- 
berlain of the Emperor, and several other gentlemen. 

As to the ladies, as the French comic song says—‘“ It was com- 
plete bouquet of flowers.” The young American ladies always make a 
grand show, and they were in strong force, but they were not without 
Yivals, and powerful ones too— Gallic and Britannic; and with respect 
to dress each fair one was more brilliant, if possible, than her neigh- 
bour. There was a good sprinkling of literature and art in the rooms, 
QGudin and Gustave Doré, Arsenne Houzaye, and many other French 
literati, and most of the English journalists in Paris. The entertain- 
ment was in truth a great success. Mr. and Mrs. Burlinghame have 
aequired a decided reputation for urbanity, and the entertainment 
which they presented to their numerous visitors was as elegant as it 
was liberal. But the great attraction of the evening was of course the 
Chinese, who came out in full force; the first of the Ambassadors, not 
speaking French or English, could not enter into the conversation, but 
ke buetled about briskly all the evening, followed by a younger mem- 
ber of the Embassy, and seemed to be keeping an eye upon everything. 
As to the young diplomats, they were gaiety itself; one or two spoke 
English perfectly, and a little French, and they seemed ag much at 
home as if they had moved in European society for years. 

Of course entertainments like this are no more than a mere ballet 
compared with the main feature of a performance ; but seeing that our 
Chinese friends are so ready to enjoy themselves, it is to be hoped that 
when they return to England they will have full opportunities of wit- 
nessing not only the solid magnificence of English society, but the 
hearty good fellowship of the English people, and thus be the means of 
paving the way for a closer and heartier intimacy than has yet occurred 
between two nations who have a good deal in common. 





GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


Hameoura, April 9. 
From the accounts just made up of the receipts of the Zollverein for 
the year 1868, and already transmitted to the respective Governments, 
there is an apparent increase of 3,123,776 dols., the revenue showing 
@ total of 27,298,800 dols. for import duties, and 20,725 dols. on ex- 
pore together 27,319,525 dols., against 24,195,749 dols. in 1867. 
ut on the other hand, it must not be lost sight of that 1,485,910 dols. 
were raised in Schleswig Holstein, Lanenburg, Mecklenburgh, Lubeck, 
and the rural territory of Hamburg, all of which figure for the first 
time in the Zollverein accounts, having only joined the Customs’ 
Union last year; and further, that among the receipts is the 
sum of 1,824,000 dols., being the duty (2d. per cwt.) on 912,000 
centners of salt imported from abroad in 1868. Taking all this 
into consideration, there is a real deficit of 186,000 dols., as 
compared with the previous year. In Jooking at the different 
items there is a deficiency of 897,668 dols. on raw tobacco; of 
‘ which 224,417 centners less were imported in 1868 ; but on the other 
. hand duty was paid on 6,483 centners of wine.and 294,451 centnera of 
- Yawiron more than in 1867. The division is as follows: Prussia and the 
other States of the North German Confederation, 23,512,292 dols., or 
86-1 per cent. ; Luxemburg, 211,851 dols., or 0°8 per cent. ; Bavaria, 
1,407,119 dols., or 5-2 per cent. ; Wurtemburg, 574,814 dols., or 2-1 per 
cent. ; Baden, 1,165,205 dols., or 4-2 per cent. ; and Hesse Darmstadt 
(south of the Maine), 448,163 dols., or 1:6 percent. The population of 
the Zollvcrein participating in the revenues is 37,849,048, so that the 
gross umount is 21 groschen 8 pfeunings per head. The expenscs 
* amounted to 3,544,785 dols., or nearly 13 per cent. of the gross receipta, 
which shows a surplus of 410,709 dols. over 1867. 

The necessity for a rapprochement between the North and South of 
Germany is becoming more apparent every day, and ateps have already 
been taken with regard to the more material points of coinage and 
currency. Baden sees the impossibility of maintaining any longer 
her cumbrous mode of keeping accounts in florins and kreutzera, 
and is now negotiating with Prussia to join the North German system 
of thalers and groschen. As soon as the Convention is concluded, 
Hesse Darmstadt will follow for its Southern half, the Northern part, 
beyond the river Maine, forming already an integral part of the North 
German Confederation, When this is completed, Bavaria and Wur- 
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temburg will stand isolated in their monetary system, and must sooner 
or later join the rest of Germany. 

At the instance of Saxony, a Bill has been introduced for the ap- 
proval of the Federal Parliament, to establish a Supreme Court of 
Appeal for mercantile affairs, to decide appeals from the decisions of 
the different local tribunals of commerce in the Confederation—the 
seat to be at Leipzig. Great opposition is offered to the project by the 
seaport towns, and especially Hamburg and Bremen, on the not alto- 
gether unfounded ground that as the greater part of the disputes 
brought before the commercial tribunals have reference to shipping, 
freights, bottomry, salvage, and marine insurances, it is not to 
be expected that judges sitting in conclave at an inland city 
like Leipzig, and never having seen the sea or a sea-going vessel, 
can have any clear conception of the prose and cons of a case where 
technical knowledge is absolutely required, and where it would be im- 
possible to find experts that might be examined as to the usances in 

ractice. 

Count von Bismark has laid before the Federal Council the draft of 
a Bill for collecting under one department all stampa used for bills, 
drafts, and promissory notes issued either at home or abroad and cir- 
culating in North Germany, and placing the amount thus raised to the 
credit of the Federal finances. This measure, if carried out, cannot 
but be highly injurious to Hamburg and Bremen, where bill stamps 
are issued by the local Governments, and a strenuous opposition will 
be offered when brought before the Federal Parliament. Whilst the 
two Hanseatic cities are left to bear on their own shoulders the whole 
charge of lighting, dredging, and buoying the channel and approaches 
of the Elbe and the Weser, as well as the quarantine and pilot estab- 
lishments and the management of the river police, it does seem hard 
to deprive them of any source of revenue derived from the operations 
of trade. To show your readers the extent of the logs that would be saf- 
fered by Hamburz, I may here state that the bill stamps raised here 
last year produced a net revenue of 530,412 marks currency, and all 
stamps together 1,346,530 marks currency, or about £800,000. As 
according to the present trade of North Germany the produce of the 
proposed new Federal stamp law would probably not exceed a million 
of dollars, and Hamburg participate in it in the usual way of the 
number of inhabitants, she wonld not get back more than 10,000 dois., 
by which a dreadful loss must be incurred. The Bill proposes one 
uniform rate of a half per mille on all bills and other negoti- 
able paper, even cheques on local bankers, for all sums, without any 
exception. Hitherto drafts under 50 dols. and local cheques for any 
amount were exempted from the stamp-tax. If the proposed measure 
becomes the law of the land it cannot fail to interfere most materially 
with the free circulation of money, and place a restrictive bar on ad- 
vances, loans, and discounting operations. 

The North German corvette Arcona is to be commissioned next 
month with orders to join the corvette Medusa on the Eust Asiatic 
station, which is officially described as extending from the Straits of 
Singapore to the Kurile Islands. On her arrival out, the Afedusa will 
be placed under the command of the Arcona. 


COMMERCIAL. 


In spite of the Easter holidays the markets have been very lively, 
and the prices of many articles are higher. The late rise in Cassia 
Lignea is fully established, the 4,000 chests per Excelsior direct having 
been all taken at 134 to 133 sch. beo. Mace has risen in value, and some 
parcels were taken at 28 sch. beo. Cloves in demand, and 6 sch. beo. 
paid for Amboyna. Pepper firm, with a rising tendency; Singapore 
commands 43 sch. beo. There is a lively demand for Starannis, and 
the 185 chests lately to hand per clipper were all taken at full prices. 
Cleaned rice moves off quietly at full rates. A cargo of rough Saigon 
(49,000 bags per Otto and Antonie), shortly expected, has been sold 
to the millers for arrival at secret prices. In teas the market is in- 
active, but prices are steady ; yesterday 200 chests of Kaisuw Congou 
were taken. After a pause during the holidays spelter is again in fa- 
vour, 7,000 centners having been taken at 14 marks banco, partly in

A curious story is going the round of the papers with regard toa 
festival given by the Governor-General to some Indian princes, to 
whom he spoke on religions topics—“ the expiatory sacrifices of 
Christ,” and soon. The .Viewwe Arnhemsche Courant, a moderate 
Conservative paper, says that if this story agrees with the truth, the 
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Governor-General ought to be recalled, beeause he imperils our autho- 
rity by offending Mahomedan princes. At the same time it is stated 
by the Conservative press that Mr. Hasselman, the former Minister to 
the Colonial Department, has proposed to the Ministerial Council of 
recall Mr. Myer. The proposal, however, was withirawn on the motion 
of one of the Ministers. 

It is said that the Minister of the Financial Department will shortly 
introduce a Bill to establish a uniform letter post of five cents. The 
Conservative papers use this as a pretext to persuade the members of 
the First Chamber—who met some days ago for the despatch of busi- 
neas—that they will be obliged to throw out the Stamp Duty Bill. 
I do not think, however, that their arguments will be of mach influ- 
ence. Probably the fate of this important Bill will be known to- 
morrow, and then the Lords will proceed with the India Railway Bill, 
about which a most important brochure has been published by Mr. 
van Nierop, a former M.P. The aathor, who is a very clever lawyer, is 
of opinion that the First Chamber will not approve of the measure. 
It is much to be regretted that Mr. van Nierop did not publish his 

amphlet at the time when the Second Chamber discussed the Bill. 
he First Chamber not having the right of amending, the Lords, of 
course, can only approve or reject any measure as & whole. 

Another important Bill has been laid before the members of the 
Second Chamber, viz., that regulating academical instruction. The 
Government intends to maintain the universities at Leyden, Gronin- 
gen, and Utrecht, for which parpose the expenses are proposed to be 
increased from 820,000f. to 580,000f. 

The result of the election for the district of Zuid Horn was not 
satisfactory. Of the 1,365 electors only 582 voted, Mr. N. Olivier ob- 
taining 197 votes, Jhr. C. de Wendt, Alberda van Ekenstein, and H. 
W. Wierda each 115 votes. A re-election must therefore take place 
between these three Liberal candidates. 

A large East Indiaman was launched some days ago from the yard 
of Mr. J. Smit, at Slikkerveer. It is named Voorlichter, and is of

Rorrerpam, April 14. 

The First Chamber has approved of the Bill abolishing the stamp 
duty on newspapers and other printed matter. This Bill will be brought 
into operation on the lat of July. The Lords have also passed the 
India Railway Bill by a majority of eleven votes, which will no doubt 
create a very good impression in India. Some days ago gold medals 
were presented to the ex-Ministers, Heemskerk and Count van Zuylen. 
The money for their purchase was subscribed by five hundred Conser- 
vatives. Yesterday the man-of-war Vics Sin, a beantiful steamer, was 
Iaunched from the yard of Messrs. C. Gipsand Son. It is built for 
account of the Mikado of Japan. Mr. Vroom, the second mate of the 
Kay-o-Mar, has been appointed commander for two years. 

Mr. C. J. M. Nagtglas has been appointed Governor of the Dutch 
eolonies on the coast of Guinea. A subscription has been opened on 
behalf of the sufferers in the recent fire at the Cape of Good Hope. 
Only a trifling sum has been collected up tothe present time. Mr. Lith 
de Jeude, M.P., has resigned. It is said that Mr. Caron Mackay will be 
eleeted in his place. The first flower shows of this season have been 
opened at the Hague and at Amsterdam. 

A very firm tone prevails in the colonial markets. Coffee is very 
active, in consequence of the Trading Company having bought 50,000 
b. Rio and Santos in Hamburg. These quantities will not be brought 
into the market before August. The pricesare becoming daily higher. 
Tea is very firm ; but since the last private auction there have been 
no transactions. Sugar and tinaredull. The Trading Company held 
auctions last week of rattans, hides, and gutta percha, and several 
parcels Java tobacco were sold by private subscription. The prices 
for Manila tobacco are very firm, because nothing transpired about new 


ahipments.

NEW YORK MARKETS. 
TEA. 

The total receipts of Tea from China and Japan in the United 
States from the lat January to the 24th March, 1869, were as follows : 
—Greens, 8,636,120 bs. ; Japans, 2,625,967 lbs.; Souchongs, 694,018 
Ibs.; Oolongs, 1,713,413 lbs.; other sorts, 204,500 lbs.; total, 
13,874,018 lbs. The stock on the lst January was 9.577,014 Ibs. ; 
which, added to the above total, gives a result of 23,451,032 Ibs. 
Subtracting from this total the exports from 1st January to the 24th 
March, 761,728 Ibs., and the withdrawals for home consumption during 
that period 11,206,094 lbs., there remains a total of 11,483,210 Ibx., re- 
presenting the stock on the last-named date. The reccipta from March 
9th to March 24th amounted to 4,363,185 Ibs., the withdrawals for 
home consumption to 1,581,427 lbs., and the exports to 315,173 lbs. 

The following is from Messrs. Beebe and Brothers’ Circular :—Since 
the date of our last the demand for tea has been less active, and business 
moderate, except in Greens, with a tendency in prices adverse to the 
interests of holders. Sales of 17,300 half-chests green are reported, at 
an average decline of 2c. to 3c. on late quotations, The market closes, 
however, with rather more firmness in tone, and an increased disposi- 
tion to operate at current rates on the part of the trade. 7,000 half- 
chests Japan have also found buyers, at some decline upon rates rea- 
lised earlier in the month. 

The transactions in Oolong comprise sales of 800 half-chests old crop 
and 3,921 half-chests new amp ex Camilla, on private terms, and 
4,700 half-chesta of the Tudor Ice Company's importations, under the 
hammer on the 19th March. For these, as well as for Japana, the 
market closes without animation.

THE SILKWORM IN ITALY. 

A discovery has been made which is of vital interest to an impor- 
tant industry in Italy. M. T. Gandolfi, of Mondovi, states that after 
some years of study he is able to ascertain, by means of chemical 
analysis, whether the eggs of the silkworms are healthy and can be 
safely reared, or infected and useless. The practical success of M. 
Gandolfi’s discovery will be seen in the ensuing season, when the value 
of his analyses, now being carried on at Turin, will have been tested 
by their results. A simple reference to the decline in the production 
of silk in Italy and the Tyrol in the last few years will show to how 
great an extent the industrial interests of the Italians are dependent 
upon the result of this experiment. Before the outbreak of the silk- 
worm disease there were nearly 33 millions kilogrammes:.of raw silk 
produced ; this declined in 1863 to 24 millions, in 1867 to two mil- 
lions, and last year the total produce was only 1,900,000 kilogrammes, 
The future of the silk crop of Italy gives great cause for anxiety, cs- 
pecially since the silkworm disease has reached certain parts of Japan, 
whence the Italians have obtained the largest portion of their best 
cocoons; and Mr. Consul Colnaghi reports that all attempts to root 
out or even to palliate the malady have hitherto been ineffectual. The 
germs of the disease are said to be found in the mulberry trees, simi- 
lar to the oidium affecting the vine. A trade of some eighteen mil- 
lions in value in the present unfavourable period, and capable of 
indefinite increase should the silkworm disease be atamped out, is no 
small element in the industrial resources of a country like Italy. 
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THE COMING TEA SEASON. 

THE ever-recurring losses on tea shipments have given 
rise to much speculation—not as to the cause of them, for 
that is pretty well understood, but as to the length of time 
over which the credulity of buyers may be expected to ex- 
tend. At present, notwithstanding the severe lessons afforded 
by a series of disastrous seasons, it shows no signs of dimi- 
nution. It would almost seem that a man who once enters 
into the tea trade becomes afflicted with a monomania that 
urges him to buy unceasingly, with an utter disregard of con- 
sequences. In the good old times it was an axiom of the 
trade that regular shipments, extending over a term of 
years, must produce a profitable result in the end. A bad 
season might come now and then, but on the whole a steady 
trade was held to ensure ultimate success. As a rule, it did 
so; and many considerable fortunes were amassed in this 
way. The tea shipper of the present day, haunted by 
these recollections, does not allow his ardour to ‘be 
damped by one, or even half-a-dozen losing ventures, 
but fancies that if he can only continue to ship year 
after year on a large scale, his turn will come some day, and 
he looks forward to “next season” as the time when 
his perseverance must meets its reward in the shape of 
a golden harvest—forgetting, all the while, that the condi- 
tions under which he buys are totally different from those 
that existed many years ago, when the trade was an uni- 
formly profitable one. The quiet regularity, the skill and 
prudence that governed the trade when it was in fewerhands, 
and carried on at fewer ports, have given way to a feverish 
haste and a reckless system of competition entirely foreign to 
the principles of sound commerce. Ifthe exceptionally ruinous 
losses of last season have failed to modify the extraordinarily 
sanguine views of speculators, we can hardly hope that any 
words of ours will affect them ; nevertheless, we have a few 
remarks to make on the present aspect of the trade, which 
may perhaps possess some interest for those who are disposed 
to reflect seriously on the inevitable results of a blind ad- 
herence to the prevailing method of conducting it. 

It is worthy of notice that people on this side generally 
throw all the blame on those in China, and vice versa, neither 
being willing to admit that there are faults on both sides ; 
while many on either side are disposed to blame the banks 
for too readily affording facilities to buyers who are devoid of 
capital. Many of those who send orders for teas from this 
side do not thoroughly inquire into the probabilities them- 
selves, but are influenced by the advice of some visionary 
enthusiast, who, by a process of calculation incomprehensible 
to any one but himself, conclusively demonstrates that at a 
given date our stocks will be at such at a low ebb that the 
trade will be almost at a dead-lock, that this is to be the year 
for tea, that prices will be kept up whatever figure the export 
may reach, and in fact that the golden harvest is at last 
within reach. Enthusiasm of this sort is contagious ; the 

. excitement spreads, and even people who have never before 
entered the trade send out orders for tea, first getting “ safe” 
limits from some friendly broker—limits, alas, at which the 
teas are “safe” only to lose. This is no hypothetical case, 
for it has come to our knowledge that would-be importers 
have been advised to purchase at limits as much as 3d. to 
4d. per lb. too high, they accepting such advice in all confi- 
dence, thinking probably that various qualities of tea can 
be described as easily as Wallsend or Silkstone coal, whereas 
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hardly any two brokers or tea-tasters will give precisely the 
same character to a single sample. 

Buyers in Chins receive these large orders with high limits, 
aceompanied by exciting letters, followed up by still more 
stimulating telegrams ; and, to do them justice, they at least 
act boldly. Even when they see the export running enor- 
mously in excess of known requirements they go on buying 
as though the consumption must by some occult law be deve- 
loped in proportion to the increased shipments. Among the 
disappointed speculators on this side there are some who make 
no scruple in asserting that buyers in China go on the princi- 
ple of executing all orders at the outside limits, even where 
losses are certain, merely for the sake of their commission, 
but this we cannot believe to be the case. At the same time 
there can be no doubt that they are far too sanguine. Another 
disturbing element is the migratory tea-buyer, who turns up 
in China annually about the end of May, with credits to an 
untold amount, and arrangements with every bank, deter- 
mined to “ go in,” and do a grand stroke of business. In 
short, there must be a great change in the conduct of the 
trade in China, as well as on this side, before a steady and 
profitable business like that of old can be looked for. Could 
anything, for instance, be more suicidal than the way in 
which the Foochow market was opened in 1867, when two 
of the largest buyers almost fought for the preference of the 
teamen? The latter, of course, made their own terms ; yet 
had the opening of the market been delayed but a few days, 
they would have been glad to accept much lower rates than 
those actually obtained, for it was well known that they had 
obligations falling due to a heavy amount, to liquidate 
which they relied on the proceeds -of these same teas. 
This exceedingly judicious “ opening” was of course fol- 
lowed by a general scramble, in which the holders had 
the buyers entirely at their mercy. Indeed, not only 
could they exact whatever prices they pleased, but their 
victims had no time to examine the teas properly before 
buying, or to ascertain that it was equal to sample after 
weighing. We are assured by more than one person who 
has had actual experience of the market, that for some time 
after the season is opened scarcely a package of tea is 
weighed before freight is engaged, and that not only are the 
marks prepared, but very often on the chests, before (the 
weighing and examination has been completed. The per- 
petuation of such a system as this would absolutely pre- 
clude all hope of a remunerative business. And as regards 
the prospects for the present year, it is self-evident that if 
all the losers attempt to retrieve their fortunes in one season, 
the result will be ruinous to all alike. 

We commence with an import in excess of our consump- 
tion, and not only that, but an import that is apparently 
capable of being largely extendedjon the smallest encourage- 
ment, while the consumption shows no signs of increase, 
Looking at the trade from an outside point of view, one would 
suppose that the coming season must be characterised by low 
prices, and shipments more on a par with our wants ; but let 
us ask those who know anything of Foochow buying whether 
the “crack” chops that have fetched 2s. 8d. to 2s. 9d. are 
likely to be allowed to go at any reasonable figure? More 
especially when (as we hear from a reliable source is the case) 
certain brokers have advised purchases at very high prices ; 
while some, who publish a circular letter, write out to their 
especial favourites not to adhere too closely to their printed 
limits, but to give 1d. or 2d. higher if they think the teas 
fine! Again, if, as appears most probable, these fine chops 
fetch 2s, 5d. to 28, 6d. per lb., medium kinds are pretty cer- 
tain to be kept up in proportion. In 1867-68 very little tea 
was settled in Foochow at prices above 2s. 3d.,and medium 
kinds were bought at prices that left a ruinous result ; from 
which it may be argued that if in the coming season still 
higher prices are paid for the fine teas, and the export keeps 
up to the same level, medium kinds must again lose heavily. 

Altogether, the prospects for the new season do not look 
very encouraging, for we cannot reasonably expect to find that 
a total change in the views of buyers has been worked in a 
single year. Such a revulsion would be unnatural. But we 
do hope that the dearly-bought experience of late seasons is 
beginning to produce some effect, and that by degrees cau- 
tion will take the place of recklessness. Among their other 
errors, buyers in China appear to ignore entirely the Indian 
teas, which in reality should be considered very seriously ; 
for the eight millions or so that we now receive from this 
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source is equal, owing to its great strength, to nearly double 
that quantity of China tea. For teas to pay this season we 
ought to have finer teas than last, none costing over 2s. 3d. 
for the finest Congous, with a proportionate price for medium 
kinds, and a total export not exceeding that of 1865-66. 
And buyers really desirous of doing a safe business should 
make up their minds not to buy a single package until the 
teamen come to them for offers, instead of begging as a 
favour for the first offer of the teas. With this parting 
word of advice—which we dare say will be received with 
sovereign contempt—we will dismiss the subject. 














STEAM ENTERPRISE IN SHANGHAI. 

Tuose who argue in the Chinese interest—Sir RurHERFORD 
Axoocx in especial—say we have no right to ask for the pri- 
vilege of navigating their rivers, to the detriment of the native 
trade. If we arbitrarily refused to permit the Chinese to 
have any share in the benefit of such enterprise, they might 
have some reason to complain ; but as the Chinese themeelves 
are shareholders in the steam companies, and find it to their 
advantage to transport their goods by them, the apparent 
hardship slips away. Considering that Foreigners pour im- 
mense wealth into the Empire by their purchases, it is only 
a natural consequence that they should avail of legitimate 
opportunities for expediting and otherwise improving the 
transit of goods into the interior as some return for the large 
purchases they make. As we have already stated, the fact of 
the Chineso availing themselves of our improved methods is 
conclusive. China can no more expect to stand still than 
other parts of the world, where the stage coach interest has 
been driven out by steam, notwithstanding the anticipation of 
ruin and poverty on the part of the anti-progress party. The 
use of steam in the inland waters of China is simply carrying 
out natural laws which are inevitable in the nineteenth century. 
The Chinese have no right to expect the entire benefit of 
foreign intercourse ; unfortunately they do get the lion’s share, 
owing to want of tact on the part of Foreigners in competing 
against each other, whilst the Chinese quietly combine, and 
bide their time for the prices demanded. It is only reason- 
able that Foreigners should have a quid pro quo in some way. 
The profits of the Chinese merchants during the past ten 
years on their sales of tea and silk must be little short of 
fifteen millions sterling. Besides this we must consider 
something on the other side. Look at the labour employed 
by Foreigners in developing China. The coal mines, for in- 
stance, will employ native labour quite equal to that thrown 
out in boats and junks. What can be more equitable? 
The chief item required for our steamers redounds at once 
to the benefit of the Chinese. Tho anti-progress party say, 
Let the Chinese alone in their mode of conducting business ; 
they know best, they prefer to leave their coal mines unde- 
veloped, and to abide by the old scull and oar. We believe 
we have made out a fair case on the other side that Fo- 
reigners have a reasonable right to some of the benefits they 
confer on the Chinese, more especially when it is remembered 
that while we are developing the coal fields in China we are 
cutting off the custom for our own coal, and the employment 
of our ships in its carriage. But this is, of course, owing to 
our taking an enlarged view of free trade. 

The steamboat enterprise of Shanghai is one of the most 
interesting features of the day. The rivers and lakes of China 
are as important as those of America, and with the extension 
of facilities for foreign intercourse we shall, doubtless, see a 
corresponding increase in the use of steam. Vessels of Ame- 
rican build are found to be the most suitable, and, conse- 
quently, nearly all in the trade are of that class ; builders in 
England and on the Clyde seem to have a prejudice against the 
style, and, notwithstanding the opportunities that have been 
afforded them, have failed to produce anything satisfactory for 
the work. For ocean steamers of iron there is no question 
about the superior style of vessels they produce ; but they will 
not follow out the plans and specifications suitable for a river 
steamer, and hence the majority of the boats here running on 
the river are of wood, and of New York build. The superiority 
of iron over wood for fresh-water rivers, like the Yangtze, is 
ao well known that it is intended to give our home builders 
another chance. We understand that each of the three 
companies, the Shanghai, the Union, and the North China, 
have decided on iron vessels, and we trust that whoever 
the builders may be they will give such satisfaction as to 
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produce further orders. These three companies are now 
working in harmony, but there has been a great deal of hard 
fighting preparatory to this. It seems peculiarly the fate of 
our steam enterprise to encounter opposition and to sink a 
great deal of money before an arrangement can be arrived at, 
although there are generally the same means of arriving at 
it before as well as after the struggle. The company which 
has done the most to obtain the mastery is the one worked 
by Messrs. Russet and Co., under the American flag, called 
the Shanghai Steam Navigation. This company was formed 
in 1862, with a paid-up capital of 1,000,000 taels, which was 
subsequently increased to 1,875,000 taels, in 100 tael shares ; 
part of this increase consisted of a bonus of 50 per cent. to 
the old shareholders. A return of 10 per cent. of the profits 
is made to shareholders who contribute freights to the com- 
pany’s steamers, and as a rule this class of stockholders is 
preferred. Dividends of 12 per cent. per annum have been 
made, after providing for depreciation and insurance. The 
current value of the 100 tael share is now about 95. The 
company’s steamers at present consist of the ?/ymouth Rock, 
Fire Queen, Fusiyama, Hirado, Kiangloong, and Moyune, say. 
six steamers of from 1,200 to 2,400 tons capacity for cargo, 
besides Chinese and European passengers. These steamers 
are of a splendid description, and must have astonished the 
eyes of the Chinese not a little. They are all employed on 
the Yangtsze traffic, and run three times per week from Han- 
kow and intermediate ports of Chinkiang and Kiukiang, and 
also several smaller places, such as Nanking, Nganking, Wuhu, 
Tatung, &. Chinese passengers are allowed to come on board. 
The rates of passage money for Chinese to Hankow are 15 
taels, and for Europeans 40 and 70 taels return tickets. The 
rate of freight on tea, &c., is four and five taels per ton. 

On the Ningpo line is the Kiangse and Hangchow, and on 
the Tientsin line Skanse, Szechuen, Manchu, and Chili. The 
harbour tender is the Zsatlee. The company have lost by 
fire and water the Surprise, Chekeang, Huquong, Fokhien, and 
Tahwah. 

The annual carriage on the Yangtaze by these boats 
amounts to the huge total of about 150,000 tons, or an 
average of about 12,500 tons monthly. This includes a quan- 
tity of cotton carried to Hankow, owing to the failure of the 
cotton crop by floods, and is of course not a permanent 
thing. The receipts from cotton freights in one year made 
the handsome addition of over 200,000 taels. The Chinese 
passengers do not average more than ten or twelve thousand 
per annum, and Europeans about one thousand. To Tientsin, 
Chefoo, &c., the traffic is about half the number. 

The principal premises of the company at Shanghai are the 
Kin-lee-yune godowns on the French settlement. The river 
steamers load and discharge here at a wharf about 400 feet 
in length, and over seventy in width, which, being covered 
with a corrugated iron shed, affurds space for all “transit 
cargo.” Tramways connect this wharf with the godowns, 
wherein 30,000 tons of merchandise can be stored. During 
the busy season this space is fully required, as the company 
stores goods without charge for seven to ten days after re- 
ceipt, and has arrangements for the inspection, marking and 
rattaning of teas, at the minimum of expense to the Foreign 
merchant. The risk of fire at these godowns, apart from their 
isolated position between the city moat and the river, is 
provided against by abundant supplies of water at various 
points, and by an efficient local brigade composed of the com- 
pany’s employés, The value of these premises may be some- 
what measured by the fact that their cost was over T1s.250,000, 
or £80,000. A little above is the Kim-fong-toong Wharf, used 
by the Tientsin steamers, connected with which is an iron go- 
down for transient cargo, and a large yard for storage of coals in 
a@ convenient position for the whole fleet. A mile further down 
the river is the Kin-wung-sung Wharf, which, with the large 
godowns attached, was purchased from Messrs. Dent and Co. 
in 1867. The Ningpo steamers lie here for the greater con- 
venience of arriving and leaving at all stages of the tide. 
Passengers are taken to and from the settlements in the har- 
bour tender 7’satlee. About three miles down the river on 
the Pootung side is the company’s steamboat dock, also pur- 
chased from Mesars. Dent and Co. This is the only dock in 
Shanghai capable of receiving large river steamers without 
removing more or less of their wheel arms and floats, though 
it cannot at present admit heavy draft vessels. 

The only other steamers running on the Yangtsze are the 
Rona and Tunsin, of about 1,200 tons carrying capacity, 
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belonging to an English company, styled the Union Steam 
Navigation Company, under the management of Messrs. 
Gover, Dow, and Co., at Shanghai, and DryspaLe, Rinegr, 
and Co., at Hankow. A few years since almostall the large 
houses ran steamers, and freights, which had stood at 20 taels, 
were brought down to 2 taels per ton; they are now steady at 
4 to 5, with very satisfactory results for the owners. The 
Union Company at their last meeting showed profits equal 
to 30 per cent., besides placing a sum to the reserved fund. 
It is proposed to increase the steamers of this line, and Capt. 
MacQueen, fora long time in the service of the Shanghai 
Steam Company (Russe and Co.), has left for England, and 
will superintend the building of a suitable steamer for the 
company. There is also a company under the management 
of Messrs. TRavTMAN and Co. running on the Chefoo, New- 
chwang, and Tientsin route. This company has at present 
the Nanzing and the Yen-tze-fei. The rates of freight are 
about 10 taels per ton, and the working shows a profitable 
result. Another vessel is now building in England for the 
company. 


THE ACTION OF HER MAJESTYS GOVERNMENT 
IN REGARD TO THE FORMOSA OUTRAGES. 

Britis residents in China have no longer any reason to 
complain of apathy on the part of Her Maszsry’s Govern- 
ment in regard to events affecting their interests or personal 
safety. Her Masesty’s Government is at the present moment 
exceedingly active and vigorous in the direction of China, 
and its energies are just now concentrated on the recent 
Formosa imbroglio, with the view of placing British interests 
in that happy island in a thoroughly comfortable and satis- 
factory position. To this end, a Vice-Consul who has too 
energetically vindicated the inviolability of British subjects 
is to be dismissed, a naval officer who supported him is re- 
primanded, the money exacted as a reparation for injuries 
sustained is to be returned, and a humble apology is to be 
tendered to the ill-used Chinese officials. So shall the exi- 
gencies of diplomatic etiquette be satisfied, at the same time 
that Lord Ciarenpon and his colleagues are enabled to gratify 
their inordinate appetite for humble-pie ! 

Our first intimation of the course events were taking was 
derived from a short discussion in the House of Lords, com- 
menced by the Duke of Somerset, who handsomely exone- 
rated the London Missionary Society from any share in 
originating the recent troubles. The Duke blamed the 
rashness of the missionaries in Formosa, complained of the 
interference of “the inevitable gunboat,” and asked—“Is 
this the way to promote Christianity in China?” Lord 
CLARENDON, in replying, also laid the chief blame on the 
missionaries, asserting that the affair “originated in the de- 
struction of a mission-house,” though there were also “some 
commercial matters” for which redress was sought. In fact, 
regarding any insult or injury sustained by British subjects 
his Lordship knew little, and cared less. But he was quite 
clear as to the necessity of humiliating our own officials, and 
making abject submission to the Chinese. Self-abase- 
ment on the part of Great Britain, carried to the utmost 
extent, would, he considered, “ havea salutary effect ;” there 
would be no further cause for anxiety, and this GLapsToNnE- 
Bricut-CLarENpDoN policy, working under the distinguished 
patronage of Mr. BuriincHame, would place our relations 
with China on a more satisfactory footing than ever. Of 
course these sanguine anticipations are unreservedly endorsed 
by Zhe Times and the Liberal press generally, as will be seen 
by the articles we reproduce in another part of our paper. 

We have distinctly expressed our disapproval of a precipi- 
tate resort to force in cases where it can be dispensed with, 
such, for instance, as when missionaries, belonging to no 
properly-organised society, stray beyond the limits wherein 
they have a right to expect protection, and suffer for their 
temerity. But, on the other hand, we observed, in a recent 
article on this subject,* that this series of outrages in For- 
mosa “ must be regarded in a very different light from those 
happening in a central province of the Empire.” A difficulty 
arising in such a province, under the personal government 
of one of the highest officials of the Empire, who is known to 
be in intimate communication with the Central Government, 
bears no comparison with one originating in an outlying 
dependency like Formosa, where the sovereignty of the 
Emperor is hardly more than nominal. There is not the

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slightest hope that the local mandarins at Ta-kow or Tam- 
sui will pay the slightest respect to our treaty rights unleas 
we are prepared at all times to enforce them on the spot. 
In the present instance, so far from a single attack on 
a Mission house being the sole ground of offence, there 
was a long series of outrages to punish. An English gen- 
tlemen was stabbed by a servant of a Chinese official, and 
was allowed to go entirely unpunished. Mr. Grson, acting 
Consul at Taiwan, received the grossest possible insult from 
the Taoutai, for which no amende has been made or offered. 
A deliberate attempt was made at the instigation of the 
Taoutai to murder Mr. PicKERING, a gentleman eugaged in 
legitimate trading operations. On the occasion of a subse- 
quent endeavour to renew friendly relations, the Taoutai 
actually struck Mr. Consul Gipson with his fan. Illegal 
“ squeezes” of all sorts were imposed on British trade. The 
premises of a foreign firm were sacked, and property to a 
large amount carried off. Repeated applications for justice 
and redress were treated with increasing contumely, and at 
last, after an astonishing amount of forbearance, Mr. GiBson 
invoked the aid of the naval forces, with what results our 
readers are well aware. And now all the good that has been 
effected is to be undone, and Mr. Grsson is to be punished 
instead of rewarded for his efforts to maintain unsullied the 
fame of the flag he represents! Such an act as that for 
which Lord CLARENDON takes so much credit to himself and 
his colleagues will be a lasting disgrace to their adminis- 
tration. 


FRENCH TRADE WITH CHINA AND COCHIN 
CHINA. 

In The London and China Express of the 18th February 
we gave the purport of M. Jacques SrecFRIEpD’s report on 
Japan, with a promise to follow it up with notices of the re- 
ports by the same gentleman on China and Cochin China ; 
but until the present time we have been unable to fulfil our 
promise, as the reports were out of print. The author has 
now republished the whole of his reports on the Far East, to- 
gether with the notes made during his voyage round the world.* 
M. SIEGFRIED was quite enamoured with Japan, and his 
report on that country is far more interesting than those on 
the other countries which he visited ; nevertheless, they de- 
serve attention, and we now offer our readers a resumé of the 
reports on China and Cochin China, together with a few ex- 
tracts from the other parts of the volume. 

After giving an approximative estimate of the com- 
merce of China for 1867, which the author says amounted to 
£24,000,000 of imports, and £18,000,000 of exports, he 
adds: The share of England and her colonies in the above 
imports may be set down at seven-eighths of the total amount. 
The exports consist principally of 75 millions of kilogrammes 
of tea, and 2} millions of silk, of which England takes 60 
millions of kilos. of tea, and 20,000 bales of silk; America 
15 millions of kilos. of tea, and 1,000 bales of silk ; and 
France 500,000 kilcs. of tea, and 20,000 bales of silk. M. 
SIEGFRIED, studying commercial China from a French point 
of view, gives little attention to the secondary ports, for he 
says the Chinese merchants, on account of the small costs 
they have to support in comparison with the French, have a 
constantly increasing predominance in the trade of the coast, 
and of the Yangtze-Kiang. Of Hong Kong NM. Siecrrrep 
speaks with much praise as an entrepét, and says that the 
English perfectly understood its importance and position 
when they made it a free port, where goods could go in and 
out without an account being rendered to any one; but he 
notes, en passant, that this very freedom renders it difficult 
to obtain exact information relative to its commerce. He 
estimates the chief articles of import as follows :—Opium, 
£6,400,000 ; printed goods, 50 millions of yards, of the 
value of £1,600,000 ; rough cotton goods, £1,600,000 ; rice, 
one million. But the importance of Hong Kong, he thinks, 
consists less in the value of its direct trade than in its in- 
fluence ; what places Hong Kong so high is, in M. S1EGFRIED’s 
opinion, its fine port, placed exactly in the way of vessels 
bound from Europe or India to any of the ports of China or 
Japan; its position, which makes it the natural head of the 
postal service, and, finally, the advantage which it possesses 
of being placed under the liberal shield of England. All 
these privileges, says the author, attract to it the principal 


agencies of the banks, and the chiefs of nearly all the commer- 
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cial houses, who obtain news at first hand from Europe and 
India. On the other hand, these very advantages often lead, 
says M. SIEGFRIED, to want of sufficient prudence in business. 
He also raises the question whether the establishment of 
telegraphic communication with all parts of China may not 
take away from Hong Kong some of its present prestige, as 
regards the facility of communication. Apart from its com- 
mercial importance, he considers Hong Kong one of the 
greatest triumphs which human energy and perseverance 
have ever achieved, and he does not stint his expression 
of admiration at what the English have done with what, in 
1841, was an arid precipitous rock, with, however, a fine port 
and some good springs of water. 

Of the future of Shanghai M. Srzarrrep says :—“ Its future 
“ shows itself under brilliant colours ; its business cannot 
“ fail to increase in proportion as the ports of the Yangtze- 
“ Kiang, and particularly Hankow, cause the products of 
“ Europe to enter into the interior of China. I think I may 
“ venture to say that, of all the places of commerce in the 
“ China seas, Shanghai is certainly that which offers the 
“ greatest resources, and which I should recommend most.” 

After referring to the late crisis, M. StzcFRIED gives it a& 
his opinion that the banks have lost their admiration for 
gigantic establishments, and that more modest operation§ 
have now good chance of success. The Germans and Swiss, 
he says, have profited largely by recent events, and it isthey, 
perhaps, who are carrying on the most regular and safe busi- 
ness. As to the Americans, their part here grows more and 
more important, and they are especially remarkable for their 
spirit of enterprise in the establishment of lines of steamers 
on the Yangtze-Kiang and the coasts. As regards France, 
after paying a well deserved compliment to the Messageries 
Imperiales and the Comptoir d’Escompte, M. SIzGrrieD says : 
—* I regret, and I am even ashamed to have to write it, that 
our commerce has not a single representative in the whole 
“extent of this vast country, which, however, is the great 
“ producer of the raw material necessary for our national 
“ industry, 
It is perfectly natural that M. Sizcrriep should appeal to his 
countrymen to put an end to a state of things which makes 
it necessary for a French merchant to get his silk through 
foreign houses. M. Sizerriep is not an ardent admirer of the 
Chinese Government, for he says :—“ It is impossible to avoid 
“ deploring that so fine a country as China, with such an in- 
“ dustrious population, should be burthened by a Govern- 
“ment so corrupt and benighted as that of which the 
* European Powers some years since thought it right to 
* prevent the fall, which, however, is very likely to take 
“ place within a longer or shorter period.” 

M. Sizorriep thinks highly of the choice of Cochin China 
for a French possession—“ Placed at the doors of the Chi- 
“ nese Empire, and on the high road from Europe to the 
* extreme Kast, Cochin China is at once a political position 
“ of the first rank and a colonial establishment, of modest 
* importance, it is true, but of certain prosperity. From a 
“ political point of view, it supplies an admirable point 
“ @appui for our naval forces, thanks to the port of Saigon, 
“‘ which is rendered accessible to our vessels by a deep river, 
“ while a few torpedoes are sufficient to defend it ; and from 
* a colonial point of view we have the remarkable fertility 
** of the soil, and a certain market assured for its produc- 
“ tions amidst the three to four hundred millions of people 
“ who inbabit China.” The fitness of the soil for the prodac- 
tion of silk, tobacco, cotton, cocoa, and sugar, as well as rice, 
the splendid means of water carriage by innumerable canals, 
and the character of the population, supply M. Sigarrrep 
with the materials of a brilliant sketch of the French delta 
in Cochin China. “We have there,” says the report, “a 
“ sufficient field to enable us to show the world that we, the 
* French, also understand colonisation.” 

Of the original administration of the settlement M. Srzc- 
FRIED speaks in high terms, but he is evidently not sanguine 
of the future, and Aopes that the Empenor will in time give 
it a civil government, instead of the military regime which 
has proved so injurious to the colonies of France. He shows 
that the management of the natives is in the hands of young 
officers, who have not been specially instructed in their du- 
ties, and that after very short periods these are called away 
for promotion, and are again replaced by young and inex- 
perienced men. Such a system cannot work ; but the subject 
does not specially interest our readers. 
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excellence, namely, the silk manufacture !”: 


As regards commercial arrangements the port is free, with 
the exception of a duty on opium, and the ships and produo- 
tions of all nations are on an equal footing. But even here, 
says the author, the French merchants hold quite a secondary 
position ; the chief export trade is in the hands of the 
Chinese, Germans, and Americans, and only two or three 
French houses take a small share in it ; the English have, as 
yet, not interfered in the trade of the colony. The principal 
imports are made by the Chinese, who purchase English 
goods at Singapore and undersell the European merchants, 
The exports for 1867 are given as follows :—3,200,000 piculs 
of rice, of the value of nearly a million sterling ; dried fish, 
£60,000 ; and silk, £14,000. The imports consisted of cotton 
goods of the value of £260,000 ; opium, £60,000 ; and a few 
other unimportant items. Nearly the whole of the cotton 
goods are English. Rice is the grand staple of Cochin China, 
but this being in the hands of the Chinese, something more is 
necessary for European trade, and M. Stecrriep insists urgently 
on the necessity of introducing the cultivation of silk, cotton, 
coffee, tobacco, and other products which make the wealth of 
the East. The population is, however, insufficient ; quantities 
of land lie out of cultivation, and any one may obtain it at a 
rate equal to five shillings per acre. In short, nothing is 
wanting apparently to make Cochin China a fine colony but 
colonists. 

In his diary M. Stearriep says that the number of Euro- 
peans in Saigon is not more than 400 or 500, the army not in- 
cluded ; while the Chinese in the whole of Cochin China are 
stated to amount to about 40,000. The environs of Saigon, 
says M. SikGFRrieD, are not beautiful, nor are the lands in the 
immediate neighbourhood fertile ; for rich soil the settler 
must go more inland. One of the great advantazes held out 
to colonists is the character of the native population, who 
are described as essentially agricultural, easily managed even 
by strangers, and as caring little for country, but clinging 
fondly to their local rights and habits, which are said to be 
founded on a well-conceived system. 

M. Siecrriep’s notes upon Canton, Macao, Shanghai, and 
other ports of China, as well as Japan, are interesting ; 
but his report on India, and especially the notes made during 
his stay there, will perhaps form the most acceptable portion 
of the volume for English readers in general. We have few 
sketches of India from a French point of view, and while M. 
SiuGFrieD never hides his opinions, his view of the British 
dominion in India is, on the whole, one of the most gratifying 
we have ever met with. 








THE LANGUAGE OF COCHIN CHINA. 

THE Minister of Public Instruction in France has ap- 
pointed the well-known Oriental linguist, M. ABEL DES MI- 
CHELS, professor of the Annamite language, and that gentle- 
man opened his first course the other day in the new high 
school attached to the Sorbonne. T'rom this introductory 
address we propose to make a few extracts. The French 
were in close communication with the Annamites on the eve 
of their great revolution, and there exists a dictionary in 
Annamite and Latin by the French Bishop of Apran, who 
died in 1799. This work was augmented hy the Bishop of 
Igauropouis, and is the sole dictionary in existence printed 
in Annamite characters. To it the latter ecclesiastic added 
a grammar, a dictionary in Latin and Aunamite, dialogues, 
a Cochin Chinese poem, and other works, and the whole form 
together a complete course of instruction. 

This work was printed by Maxrstm, at Serempore, under 
the auspices of the British Kast India Company. Some time 
later an Annamite colony was founded at Bangkok, and the 
French missionaries founded a press there, aud produced 
a number of works printed in the Annamite tongue. There 
is now a printing-office at Saigon, and an Annamite journal 
has been established, which the natives are said to read with 
avidity. The books printed at Bangkok were in the cursive 
character, and those first produced at S:!:on in Latin cha- 
racters, but the Imprimerie Impériale of Laris has now en- 
graved a complete set of Aunamite type. 

The writing and printing of Annamite in Latin characters 
is said to be making great progress in tlic schools conducted 
by the French priests, and a former pupil of the missionaries, 
Trv’o’NG vino Ky’, an Annamite of great intelligence and 
solid instruction, has composed grammars for the use of both 
French and Annamites, and trauslated orations and other pro- 
ductions into excellent French. M. des Micuexs has already 
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published a series of dialogues for the use of merchants and 
others visiting Cochin China, and announces four other works 
as being in preparation, viz. :—‘“ A Table of the Keys and 
“ Phonetics of the Sinico-Annamite and Chinese Languages, 
* Compared both as Regards Pronunciation and Accent ;” “A 
« Manual of Phrases, in the Annamite Character, to Aid the 
“ Study of the Particles and the Acquisition of the Cochin 
“ Chinese Language ; Generally ;” and, lastly, “ A Poem, and 
“Annamite Fables in Figurative Character.” A certain 
knowledge of the French language is s0 common now amongst 
Englishmen that the great majority of those who visit Cochin 
China will be able to make use of M. des MicHexs’ hand- 
books, so that they may be considered as prepared for the 
use of all educated Europeans ; and should their reproduction 
in an English dress be deemed requisite, their author has 
left but a simple task to be performed, and we should re- 
commend him to add to those which have not yet appeared 
an English version, side by side with the French, as some 
other French Oriental scholars have already done in the case 
of Japanese works, such as the “ French-English and Japanese 
Dictionary ” of the Abbé Mermet de Cacuon, aided by MM. 
A. le Gras and Leon Pages. 


In the final debate on the Navy Estimates, the proposed 
reduction in the China squadron was again discussed. Mr. 
Corry ably vindicated the course of the late Government in 
opposing the reductions urged by the Liberal party, and in 
building a special class of vessels for the repression of piracy ; 
and he forcibly deprecated the proposed change at a time 
when both Sir Harry Parkes and Admiral Kepren were 
jointly advocating tho necessity for a powerful force being 
maintained in those waters. Mr. CaiLpers, knowing he had 
@ strong majority at his back, of course did not deign to 
argue the point, but loftily said that as the present Admi- 
ralty and the Foreign-office were in accord on the question, 
the views of the late Government were of no importance 
whatever. So the matter dropped, and the squadron will be 
cut down. 





On Tuesday, the 6th instant, arrangements had been 

made for a deputation from the Peninsular and Oriental 
Steam Navigation Company, consisting of Mr. P. D. Hapow 
(Chairman), Admiral Sir W. H. Haut, the Hon. Ronaxp 
MELVILLE, and others, to have an interview with Lord Gran- 
VILLE on the subject of improvements to the harbour at 
Point de Galle. His Lordship was unfortunately called away 
to attend a meeting of the Privy Council, so was unable to 
fulfil his engagement ; the deputation however were received 
by Mr. Monsext, and explained their views. Lord GRANVILLE 
will appoint another meeting at an early date to give his 
reply. 
# Our first impression on reading Mr. Lowr’s financial 
statement, was that the present Budget would make no al- 
teration in any duties affecting China or Straits produce, for 
we interpreted the proposal to remit the duty on “ Corn ” as 
affecting ordinary cereals only. By the wording, however, 
of the formal resolution subsequently proposed by Mr. 
Lowe in Committee of Ways and Means we find that arrow- 
root, sago, semolina, and tapioca are all included in this 
category, and will consequently be exempted from duty when 
the new system comes into operation. 





In another column we reprint from the Morning Post a 
very ably written review of the recent revolution in Japan. 
Being from the pen of a gentleman who has had the best 
possible opportunities of acquiring information, and who pos- 
sesses the highest qualifications for turning it to profitable 
account, the article is well worthy of perusal. 








THE PENANG RIOTS. 

We have received a copy of the Report of the Commissioners 
appointed to inquire into the Penang Riots. The Report is a 
lengthy one, and with the appendices,containing full minutes of the 
evidence taken, makes a quarto volume of some 140 pages. The 
general conclusions arrived at are, however, thus summed up :— 
“That ‘the riots had their origin in a trifling quarrel between two 
rival Mahomedan Societies during the Mohurrum Festival, and 
that they were fostered by two other rival Societies of Chinese, 
with one of which each of the former had joined in alliance. That 
all these Societies joined in the riots by the direction, and under 
the instigation of their respective head men or office-bearers, who 
directed their principal movements, and who, from the funds‘of 
their Society, supplied them with provisions and arms, with re- 
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wards for the heads of their enemies, and with gratuities and 

ensions for the wounded and for the relations of those who were 
Killed when fighting. That the organisation and discipline of the 
Societies appear to be as complete as that of any disciplined force 
of the Government. That it is therefore evident that these Secret 
Societies are extremely dangerous to the peace and welfare of the 
community. A notable circumstance, and one which has rendered 
these Societies more harmful of late, is, the combination of the 
Mussulmans and Hindoos with the Chinese, with whose customs 
their religious prejudices are so much at variance.” The Com- 
missioners appear to think it would be dangerous to attempt the 
entire repression of these Societies, as such a measure might lead 
to more secret and still more dangerous combinations. But they 
recommend a more complete system of registration, with strict 
supervision, and heavy penalties, rigorously enforced, for all 
breaches of the regulations. The Report is issued in London by 
Mr. G. Street, 30, Cornhill. 


THE HISTORY OF THE REVOLUTION IN JAPAN 
(MORNING POST.) 

The close of the revolution in Japan is announced, and daly eerti- 
fied under ,the hands and seals of the several foreign Ministers resident 
in that country, in notifications which were received by the mail on 
Monday. Diplomatists are not prophets, and one of the six porte— 
the northernmost—is still in the hands of outlaws affected to the To- 
kugawa family, led and prompted by a few foreign adventarers. Still, 
the declarations of the Ministers may ‘pass for what they are fairly 
worth, namely, public indications of their belief that the struggle is 
fairly over—that the resistance maintained by the Tokagawas in Yedo 
is not likely to be formidable, and will probably die out as soon as the 
Condottieri, whose presence now maintains the contest, have settled 
with the Imperial Government the price for which they are to be 
bought over. It is to be hoped that the judgment of shrewd men with 
ample local experience will not be falsified by the result, even in a 
country so volcanic and perturbed as Japan. 

It has taken the Japanese six years to effect and complete this 
fundamental change in their system—that is, counting from the edict 
issued in 1863, which abrogated the forced residence of the Daimiog 
in Yedo. It is to the honour of the Japanese that a system which has 
been in existence for nearly three centuries, among an armed popula- 
tion led by numerous and discordant feudal chiefs, has been removed 
and given way to another entirely different, with an amount of blood- 
shed and hostility which, as compared with any other revolution of 
modern Europe than our own in 1688, may fairly entitle it to the 
epithet of pacific, whereas we might reasonably have expected bloody 
fights, partisan assassinations, judicial suicides, and wholesale con- 
fiscations. All we have witnessed have been a few skirmishes, two 
or three homicides—the result rather of outbreaks of individual 
fanaticism than systematic cruelty—and a few moderate sentences in 
which the punishment of antagonistic chieftains has been tempered 
by ec igs for the rank and position of the families to which they 
belonged. 

To nae to other Western nations this revolution ought to be sin- 
gularly interesting, for it has grown out of the causes which have led 
to and is the direct effect of the changes which have culminated in the 
opening of Japan. The dynasty of Kubosama was established on the 
Conservative principle of Japan for the Japanese, on the exclusion of 
foreigners, on the extinction of the spirit of enterprise, and entomb- 
ment of the intellectual vigour of a warlike, ardent, and novelty- 
loving race, whose higher tendencies, however, have proved themselves 
stronger even than their intense sensuality. The impetus given by 
the first opium war with China step by step led to the opening up of 
foreign relations with Japan. The inventions of steam and improve- 
ments in ordnance gave the Western Powers a superiority of which 
they speedily made use to initiate a new policy of intercourse. The 
first steps were cautiously made, and requirements were limited, both 
by the Americans and ourselves, to the hospitabie treatment of fo: 
castaways and the supply of provisions to whalers and other veasela. If 
it had been possible to rest at this point, the Mikado might still have 
been playing the part of Merovingian Emperor in the midst of his 
harem at Kioto; forsuch intercourse as the Perry and Stirling treaties 
authorised breught foreigners in contact with Japanese merely as 
strange animals to be looked at, admired, and shunned. But p 
could not be stayed, and the second Chinese war supplied motives and 
considerations which Mr. Towsend Harris cleverly availed himeelf of 
to arrange a real treaty of commerce with Japan. 

If for three centuries the feudal princes of Japan had submitted to 
the grinding tyranny and repressive rule of the triumvirate Gosankios, 
and if they were content to see their legitimate Sovereign shut up ina 
semisensuai and conventual seclusion, it was because the family and 
laws of Iyeyas represented and embodied a policy of exclusion which ex- 
empted them from the influences of innovations believed to bedangerous 
and productive of internal disturbance. Was Kubogama to rule them with 
a rod of iron, and to let in the hated foreigner, taking tithe of their 
goods to his own exclusive profit, working a revolution in the mone- 
tary and industrial life of the country? This was precisely what the 
Shiogoonate tried to do and failed. They tried to work the treaties 
for their own behoof, prevented the Daimios from introducing their 
produce into the open ports, insisted on levying a heavy duty on 
whatever the princes wanted from abroad, and oftener attempted to pre- 
vent them from getting such articles at all. It excited intense jealousy 
to observe the Shiogoon’s officers laying up stores of foreign munitions, 
availing themselves of fireships and military instructors, and, in a 
word, greedily striving for the material power and knowledge which 
were to rivet still more firmly the customary bondage. Concurrently 
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with this observation came great changes in the daily life of the people. 
The values of the precious metals, settled by one of the most extraor- 
dinary chain of circumstances known in history on a basis purely ficti- 
tious, which made the relative ratios of gold and silver about 6 : 1, 
were revolutionised. The man who owed six ounces of gold, instead of 
being able to pay his debt with thirty-six ounces of silver, found 
nearly eighty were required. No man knew against what moneys the 
necessaries of life were to be exchanged. The Shiogoonate did their 
best to provide remedies and apply palliatives for such a state of affairs, 
and the great Daimios, each for himeelf, did what seemed good in his 
own country; but the immediate distreas and discontent unsettled all 
the ordinary relations of life. 

It was not to be wondered at that the great feudal princes should 
form combinations to compel the Shiogoonate to admit them to some 
share in the administration of affairs by which their interests were 80 
nearly affected. The first step was taken in conjunction with the 
discontented Gosankio branch, the house of Mito, between whom and 
the Ikammonis, the heredi regents, there was an ancient feud. 
The Gotairo was murdered at the gates of the palace occupied by his 
boy ward. But soon the princes of the Southern Confederacy, re- 
gardless of the dynastic views of the Mitos, determined to act for 
themselves, and claimed the right of exemption from residence at 
Yedo. Chafed at the denial of his demand, and furious at the re- 
aistance made by the Foo-dais (descendants of Taikosama’s generals), 
Shimizo, the father of the nominal prince, but himself the real head 
of the Satsama family, left Yedo, August 14, 1862, vowing vengeance, 
which he was prepared to gratify by embroiling his country. A party 
of sxototos-eosk ling foreigners fell in the way of his procession. An 
over-zealous attendant, knowing well that his master’s wrath was con- 
nected with the questions arising out of the presence of the hated 
foreigners in Japan, raised a shout of raga, and the unhappy party 
were set upon and hewced down by his armed henchmen. Such were 
the first strokes that introduced the Japanese revolution. 

We do not propose to take our readers through the history of the 
last few years step by step; to show how the Shiogoon’s Government 
might, by adopting a manly, intelligible policy, have established its 
power securely on the new element of foreign relations; and why, by 
trimming its sails now to the Conservative party and now to the foreign 
Ministers, and afraid to break with either, it lost the golden opportunity 
of raising its head from the mayoralty of the palace to the substantive 
sovereignty of Japan. The chiefs of the Southern Confederacy saw 
their object more clearly before them. They knew that the influence 
of the Mikado was necegsary to their purpose. They were willing to 
purchase it at the price of all they could take from the Gosankios to 
give to the ravenous Court of Kioto. They were more than doubtful 
of being able to shake off foreign influence, so they went in frankly for 
making use of it, showing they could copie f forget past hard 
knocks and rubs, and bury them, in the hope of present neutrality 
and future aid. 

It is greatly to the credit of the foreign Ministers, particularly pur 
own representative, that they have steadily persevered in a policy of 
neutrality, and they were fortunate throughout in being countenanced 
by their Governments, There was, indeed, a tendency to deviate from 
this safe and easy policy in 1865 and 1866, when a former French 
Minister, in pursuit of what he called his personal policy, all buat en- 
tangled his Government in relations with the Shiogoonate which, but 
for the sounder hig of the Minister at Paris, would have 
separated him from his colleagues. The motive was laudable, though 
one-sided—the delusive hope of engrossing for his countrymen the 
aupply of the Japanese Government with its stores, and the bulk of 
the raw material which forms the first of the staple industries of France. 
But the delusion speedily vanished, and during the last two years there 
has been no notable divergence in the political views of the foreign 
representatives. 

Onur sketch of the Japanese revolution, slight as it is, has almost out- 
run the limits of an article. Our excuse for wearying our readers is 
the real importance of the events themselves, as demonstrating the 
capacity of the Japanese, whose position as an independent self-govern- 
ing race it is of high importance should be maintained to effect a great 
change in their system of government and administration in a quiet, 
gensible, and business-like way, without uselees bloodshed or unneces- 
gary severity. Let us think of what would be a parallel case in our own 
history if such a thing were possible—say a reunion of Tory-Jacobite 
families to restore the Duke of Modena. Yet, fantastic as the idea 
may seem, it is hardly more go to us than the statement would have 
been to a Japanese in 1854, that in halfa generation the Shiogoonate 
which had lasted three centuries would be destroyed, and asensualised 
high priest, chiefly known to the mass of the people in the illustrations 
of licentious prints, should be called from his seclusion to exercise the 
imperial authority of his remote ancestors. 





MISGOVERNMENT IN THE STRAITS, 
(staB.) 

The reckless legislation of the nominated Council of the Straits 
Settlements aroused the Duke of Buckingham, on the eve of his de- 
parture from office, to the necessity of exercising that salutary authority 
which, so long as Crown colonies remain Crown colonies, should be 
vested in the Colonial Minister. But if it had not been for the courage 
and good sense of the Chief Justice, Sir Benson Maxwell, it is more 
than probable that an Act as dangerous in its tendency as its provi- 
sions are foreign to the spirit of English law would have remained in 
force, without any attempt being made to secure its amendment or to 
divest it of its more obnoxious features. It is proper to observe that 
the Act was originally passed in 1867, its operation being limited to 
one year. It was re-enacted in 1868 at a single sitting, and without 
any preview notice being given to members of Council—not even to 
the Chief Justice. Sir Benson, inaclear and explicit letter to the 
Duke of Buckingham, dated the Ist of September last, stated his 
objections to the Act. He objected to it because it gave power to 
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the,Governor to deport both aliens and naturalised subjects of the 
Crown, of the Chinese race,,‘‘ without even the check of a written 
information to justify his action, without its being even in his 
opinion necessary for the preservation of the peace, without any 
hearing of the party to be deported, and without appeal.” It 
seems absolutely incredible that any Secretary of State should have 
advised the Crown to sanction a measure which isso entirely at variance 
with the natural principles of justice, and for which no parallel can be 
found in the Alien Act of 1848, or in any other measure passed by the 
Imperial Parliament at a time of political danger. We regret to say 
that the late Colonial Minister exhibited a very scant appreciation of 
the sound constitutional principles for which the Chief Justice con- 
tended. Ignoring the right of a British subject to a trial by jury, to 
a writ of Habeas Corpus, and even to an appeal against what might 
justly be deemed an oppressive act of severity, the Duke was only wil- 
Sine to concede that the order of deportation “should not be put in 
force against any person except upon a written information, and 
that provision should be! made that the person to be removed should 
be summoned before the Executive Council, and, if he chose, be heard 
before them, and that there should be a written record of their 
opinion that his removal was required with a view to the public 
safety.” Does the late Colonial Secretary really think that this con- 
cession will have the effect of wooing back the panic stricken Chinese 
who have already fled from Penang, or that it will allay the reasonable 
apprehensions of those who remain, or that any check which a nomi- 
nated and official Council is likely to impose on the will of a Governor 
will compensate for the removal of all those restraints with which the 
English law hedges round the Executive authority, and which are 

uite as necessary in a Crown colony as they are in this free country ? 

he Act is full of provisions equally monstrous. The Chief Justice 
objects to the Act that it would authorise the killing of rioters without 
necessity—that its provisions would justify the firing upon them even 
if they offered no resistance to authority, and were ready to disperse 
on the call of the magistrate. The Duke argues that some modifica- 
tion of this and of other clauses, which read like the resolutions of a 
Californian vigilance committee, is necessary, but he is very far from ap- 
prehending the gravity of these departures from the common law of 
England, or exhibiting that impartiality towards men of another 
race which it should be the aim of an English statesman to enforce. 
The fact, however, that he is constrained to direct that the law shall 
undergo extensive alterations, and that some of the safeguards which 
have been swept away shall be restored, is a proof that the Legislative 
Council, as at present constituted, is quite unfit to exercise the enor- 
mous powers which are entrusted to it. There is one passage in Sir 
Benson Maxwell's letter which deserves to be held in permanent re- 
membrance, and which may, at all events, be submitted with confi- 
dence to the present Secretary of State for the Colonies. ‘‘I have now 
administered the law of England,” he says, ‘‘in these settlements for 
upwards of twelve years, and I have often reflected with admiration on 
the prosperity and happiness which that law, with its noble respect for 
human rights and ita safeguards for personal liberty has diffused among 
the various Oriental races which compose the bulk of our population. 
And my admiration has not been unmixed with something of national 
pride, when I contrasted the freedom and protection which those races 
found here, and whilst they repaid by respect and attachment to our 
rule, and by an abundant contribution to the material well-being of 
the colony, with the oppressive rigour to which they are subject in the 
colonies of other European nations. I should therefore deeply regret, 
not only for the Asiatic inhabitants of the colony, but for ourselves, if 
such principles as are embodied in this Act were to be now introduced 
into our law. Nothing could more conclusively demonstrate the utter 
absence of anything like sufficient reason for the exceptional legislation 
against which the Chief Justice protests than the language now quoted 
—unless, indeed, no weight whatever is to be attached to the delibe- 
rate judgment of the head of the judiciary in the Straits Settlements, 
and he a man whose character and services have long adorned the bench 
upon which hesits. 

Some time ago we called attention to the financial grievances of this 
over-taxed colony—a state of things which appears to have grown u 
under the administration of Sir Harry Ord, the present Governor ; ma 
we are glad to learn that these grievances have been very fully set forth 
in a memorial which has been addressed to Lord Granville by the Straits 
Settlements Association. Another illustration is to be found in cone 
nection with the cost of erecting a new Government Honse. In July 
1867 the expenditure of a sum of one hundred thousand dollars for a 
mansion, in which Sir Harry Ord might reside witb all the dignity of 
a representative of royalty, was sanctioned by the Legislative Council. 
His Excellency is said to have promised that more money should not 
be spent. We now find in the Straits Journal a report of six columns, 
in which the colonial engineers elaborately prove (that instead of the 
original estimate being enongh, a further expenditure of nearly sixty 
thousand dollars will be necessary. Of this sum twenty thousand 
dollars will, it is estimated, have to be expended in order to get the 
building ready for the Duke of Edinburgh when he makes a flying 
visit to the colony in October. His Royal Highness will only remain 
one single night in Singapore, and we feel sure that if he had any voice 
in the matter he would not authorise such an expenditure solely on 
his own account—especially in view of the excessive burthens which 
have already been placed on the shoulders of the European and Chinese 
taxpayers of the colony. The colonial engineers give very good reasons 
for the increased expenditure; but that does not at all improve the 
position of the executive, or reconcile those who have to find the money 
to the extravagant tastes of their virtually irresponsible rulers. We 
observe that there isa difficulty in filling up the vacancy occasioned by 
the resignation of some of the independent members of the Legislative 
Council. Several of the merchants have declined to accept office, and 
it would be well to inquire into their reasons for taking this course. 
Men of their class are not disposed to assume legislative responsibili- 
ties unleas they can enjoy personal freedom of action, and any attempt 
to impose conditions upon them—if such an attempt be rinde--calla 
for the interference of the home authorities. 
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The Basiliek, 6, paddle-sloop, 1,031 tons, 400-horse power, Captain W- 
Nathan Wright Hewitt, V.C., has arrived at Sheerness from China. 
She was commissioned on the 18th September, 1865, and has therefore 
been rath: r more than three years and a-half absent from England. 
The Basilisk was emploved most of her time on the Japanese coasts, 
and remained very healthy. In December, 1867, she was in danger of 
destruction by fire, occasioned by the accidental oversetting of a can 
of turpentine. A few months aiterwards, on the 27th of April, 188, 
the vessel was again in danger from having got ashore in an almost 
unknown harbour to the southward of Shanghai. She sustained ex- 
tensive injuries, and was detained three weeks in dock, nearly 120 feet 
of her keel having heen knocked off. The Basilisk was one of the 
squadron present at the opening of the new ports in Japan on the Ist 
of January, 1868, and she was frequently employed in conveying the 
Admiral and the British Minister from port to port. Her cruising ex- 
tended as tar ag the mouth of the Amoor. Singapore was her last 
port and on her homeward passage she called at Java, Algoa Bay, 

imon’s Bay, St. Helena, Ascension, St. Vincent, Madeira, and Lisbon. 
Between Hong Kong and Spithead she burnt nearly 1,500 tons of coal. 
The Basilisk was paid off on the 13th inst. in the steam basin, Chatham, 
into the fourth division of the Steam Reserve in the Medway, under 
the superintendence of Capt. the Hon. A. A. Cochrane, C.B.; David 
Williams, boatswain’s mate, and Joseph Hammond, ship's cook, were 
awarded by the Admiralty cach a silver medal, with gratuity, for long 
service and good conduct. During the time the Basilisk was in com- 
mission—a period of three years and seven months—she was attached 
to the China squadron, and was employed in cruising in the China 
seas and adjoining waters. Most of the officers, including Capt. 
Hewett, who left England in the Basilisk, return with her. By order 
of the Admiralty she has been completely stripped, and most of her 
internal fitments and bulkheads removed, as it is not intended to 
again place her in commission, but either to break her up or sell her 
out of the Royal Navy. On being paid off the continuous service men 
ee the crew were granted the usual period of absence for their run 

ore. 





NEW WAR-STEAMER FOR JAPAN. 

Messrs. Hall, of Aberdeen, have just launched a large steam corvette, 

_ an order from the Japanese Government. The vessel is a fine specimen 
of the workmanship of the builders of the famous clippers, and is greatly 
admired for compact strength and beauty of outline. The corvette, which 
was christened by Mra. Charles Glover the ho-Sho-Afaru, is of 1,500 
tons register, with engines of 250-horse power, measures 21 0ft. keel, 38ft. 
beam, and has a depth of 29ft. from the upper and 21ft. from the main 
deck. The Jho-Sho-Maru is to carry ten guns of large calibre, and is 
constructed after the model of a British man-of-war. The vessel is 
built of British oak and teak, will be full ship rigged, and is intended 
to gail under steam and canvas combined, oreithersingly. The upper 
deck is laid on iron diagonals for lightness, while between wind and 
water for a depth of 4)ft. the corvette is to be iron-plated 4} in. thick, 
this shield being backed by 6in. of teak. Jho-Sho-Maru is the second 
veasel built by Messrs. Hall for Japan, under orders through Messrs. 
Glover. The corvette, which is to be commanded in the first place by 


Captain James and Lieutenant Inglebach, has been built at an expense 
of some £65,000. 


EARTHQUAKES. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

Srr,—In the Standard of the 15th of September last I notice a lead- 
ing article mentioning three principal lines of Earthquake territories 
into which the globe can be divided ; but the coincidences which I have 
noted on this subject during the past year have led me to believe that 
there must exist a volcanic region of vastly greater proportions than 
any of these. I give two of the most notable instances which have 
fallen under my observation. On the 18th December last, at about 
three o'clock in the morning, a severe shock of earthquake was felt 
throughout Vermont and New York in the United States, and extended 
through Canada to the shores of the Atlantic, and the summary of the 
variousaccounts given would indicate it as coming from the S.W. On the 
18th December, at abou! 10.20 a.m, I was startled by a very severe shock 
of earthquake here, which increased in intensity for about twenty seconds 
to halfa minute. Books and ornaments were thrown from the tables, 
and the Jampssuspendcd from the ceiling were swung round about antil 
they nearly touched it. Making my way to the compound I witnessed 
the destruction of about a quarter of the town, which fell in two aucces- 
sive crashes ; burying many people among the ruins and causing much 
loss of life; here the shock appeared to come from E. to N.E. After 
this first shock I counted at least fourteen minor ones during the day. 
At Kelung, a port on the north-east side of the island, the shock was 
still more severe ; the town was laid in ruins, and the harbour ran dry, 
the water returning in one huge wave, overturning the junks and wash- 
ing up far beyond its usual limits, At the same time there was a sub- 
marine volcanic cruption of steam at the mouth of the harbour; that 
however ceased almost immediately. Much damage was also done to 
the villages. The whole north end of this island is highly volcanic, and 
exhibits traces of having been subjected to terrible disturbances. The 
two mountains which stand on either side of theentrance of this harbour 
are extinct volcanoes. 


The gecond instance to which I refer is the Jate series of terrible 
earthquakes in Peru and Ecuador, which occurred on the 13th August. 
On the previous day I noted here a very remarkable state of the atmo- 
sphere. The air was unusually heavy, great banks of marky clouds 
were lying out at sea, all round the horizon, and among the slopes of 
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the mountains, yet overhead it was bright sunshine ; the wind came in 
strong gusts, sometimes warm, and at others chilly aud damp, and from 
time to time throughout the day hollow subterranean rumblings were 
distinctly audible. Two days after the earthquake came the series of 
enormous waves rolling on the coast of Southern California. There 
would appear to be scarcely a doubt that these simultaneous manifes- 
tations are owing to the agency of some tremendous volcanic forees, which 
are of sufficient power to shake the world’s crust from the shores of China 
to the American coasts of the Atlantic; the above mentioned earth- 
quake of the 18th December was felt all through this island, on the 
mainiand as far as Shanghai, and south as far as Chaou Chowfoo. It 
is impossible to say how farinland. At the time of the shock the ane- 
roid stood at 30° 45’, the thermometer at 65° ; at 4-50 P.M. aneroid 30° 
37’, thermometer 69°. I send you. as they may not be without interest 
in future investigation on this subject, a few notes on the principal 
earthquakes which have taken place aince the date of the first one above 
mentioned.—

It will be observed that, after the two shocks of the 18th and 20th 
December, 1867, nothing of any importance occarred until the 5th of 
July. On this occasion the principal shock was followed by at least 
forty minor tremblings ; and at intervals of about twenty minutes 
huge rollers broke over the bar, passing far above the usual water-mark. 
The weather on the 27th October was very unsettled, the wind increas- 
ing rapidly, blowing principally from N. to N.E., but very wild and 
gusty, the horizon closed in by walls of heavy peculiar coloured clouds, 
the mountains buried in mist. Prior to the earthquake on the 26th of 
November we had been having a series of heavy N.E. gales, for about 
ten days; it will be noticed that on this occasion the aneroid is 
marked at 30° 76’, which is two-tenths higher than I have ever seen it 
here before. It may be well to observe these data in connection with 
any earthquakes which may have taken place since September.

IMPORTANT TEA-BROKING CASE. 

An important tea-broking case was brought before the Court of 
Aldermen last week. Messrs. Francis Peek, Winch. and Co.. tea dealers 
in Rood-lane, stated that a short time ago Messrs. Ripley Brothers and 
Andrews, brokers in Mincing-lane, whom they had for some time em- 
ployed as brokers to purchase tea for them, sent them samples of 
broken-leaf Congou tea by the ship Diamond, which the merchant to 
whom the tea belonged wished to dispose of in the usual course of 
business. On February 18 they employed the Messrs. Ripley to bay 
the tea at certain stated prices, which Mr. Ripley, the senior ea 
ner, said were fair, and wonld at once submit to the merchant. 
About two hours afterwards Mr. Ripley called upon Mr. Francis Peek 
and told him that the merchant would not accept the prices offered, 
but that they could have them at other prices which were named, 
and which Mr. Peek, on behalf of himself and his partners, agreed to 
give. During the interview a clerk called and told Mr. Ripley that 
his partners had sold the tea elsewhere, upon which Mr. Ripley de- 
clined to carry out the transaction for Messrs. Peek. Meanwhile, it 
was alleged, persons in the employ of the Messrs. Ripley had been en- 
deavouring to obtain other offers for the tea, although they were then 
acting as the brokers of Messrs. Peek in the transaction, and this con- 
duct the Mesars. Peek complained of as altogether inconsistent with 
the duty of the Mesers. Ripley as sworn brokers of the City of Ton- 
don. The reply of those gentlemen was that, though they had had 
many transactions with the Messrs. Peek, they had never acted ag 
brokers for them. The course of business in the tea trade, the Mesers. 
Ripley stated, was for a merchant desirous of selling tea to give in- 
structions to a broker, who thereupon obtained a sample and sent 
small portions to such dealers in the trade as he might think 
likely to make offers for the tea. The dealers exercised their own 
judgment as to what price they would offer for the tea, and they did 
not consult with or in any way act upon the opinion of the broker, 
who was employed by and acted for the owner of the tea. As soon as 
the price had been fixed the broker made an entry of the transaction 
in his book, and prepared bought and sold notes, and ordinarily the 
broker received payment from the buyer and paid over the moneys 
thus received to the merchant, less brokerage at the rate of £1 per 
cent. The broker also received brokerage from the buyer, at the rate 
of 10s. per cent. In the instance complained of by the Messrs. Peek, 
the Messrs. Ripley alleged that they had no interest whatever in the 
transaction beyond their ordinary brokerage. The Court of Alder- 
men decided that there were not sufficient grounds for their inter- 
ference.
